CITIZENS INTO BELIEVING THAT 
real problems don’t exist is one of his most 
potent — and perverse — political tricks. And 
appears that’s he’s pulled off once again. 

At issue this time is a lawsuit filed by the 
US Justice Department alleging that the city 
has discriminated against Hispanic and 
Asian-American voters who don’t have full 
command of English. 

Stories outlining the case and providing 
background dutifully appeared in the city’s 
dailies. But the outrage that one might 
expect to accompany the news has, so far, 
failed to materialize. 

If the yahoos who call talk radio are any in- 
dication, Menino’s bland and deadpan denials 
that voting problems even exist are a political 
plus. If foreign-born people to whom the US 
government has granted citizenship have 
problems with English, talk-radio reasoning 
goes, they shouldn't be voting anyway. So 
much for Boston’s being the cradle of liberty. 

During the administrations Menino’s 
two predecessors, Kevin White and Raymond 
Flynn, such charges would have rocked City 
Hall. But Menino’s political apparatus is 
decidedly shrewd in its maddeningly passive- 
aggressive way. It instinctively knows that it 
can get away with proverbial murder because 
the city’s once feisty and rich political culture 
has — for the time being — run anemic. 

No one — other than his underfunded 
challenger, City Councilor Maura Hennigan 
— has the stomach to call Boss Menino to 
task. That may be good for the incumbent 
mayor, but it’s bad for Boston. 

It’s true that as voting scandals go, this 
one is small potatoes. 

doesn’t have the high drama the out- 
and-out theft that marked Florida’s 2000 
George W. Bush-Al Gore presidential race. And 
it certainly lacks the insidious genius of Bush’s 
win over Senator John Kerry in Ohio. The Ohio 
theft will savored connoisseurs politi- 
cal dirty tricks for years to come. Its genius lay 
in preventing legions of Kerry supporters from 
voting. (Karl Rove, what an hombre.) 

The Justice Department claims that here 
in Boston, a limited number of voters re- 
ceived improper assistance at the polls from 
people who wanted them vote certain 
way, that resources the form desig- 
nated bilingual helpers weren’t available 
bridge any confusion the polls. 

It’s a fact of life that unsavory and unac- 
ceptable practices sometimes crop up in dem- 
ocratic life. But why not acknowledge them 
as exceptions, rather than the rule? 

Boston’s size and sophistication 
is rarely hit with a lawsuit such as the one 
now in play. And whatever the ultimate 
outcome, it speaks poorly of the current 
administration that federal government had 
to play its card of last resort. 

The fact of the matter is that the Justice

shrug is neighborhood politics. Menino has a 
laudable record for working with Boston’s 
various and growing immigrant communi- 
ties. But the alleged improprieties, if they 
hold up in federal court, might just reflect 
poorly leaders the Chinese and Latino 
communities who staunchly support the mayor. 
Questions have been raised about neighbor- 
hoods with many Russian-born residents, but 

they are not the subjects of the suit. 

This, in and of itself, is not a crime. What 
is a crime — rhetorically speaking — is that 
Menino may well have allowed a federal suit 
that could have been avoided his neighbor- 
hood supporters could save proverbial face.

32 colleagues (many of whom are cultural 
conservatives, especially on the hot-button 
issue of choice), which would require 
churches to file annual financial statements 
and list real-estate holdings with the Attor- 
ney General’s Division Public Charities, 
a welcome development.

weekend after clubs and 
bars close down.

PENN GETS MIGHTY 
OVER FLICK’S SUCCESS 


Incest, coprophagy, bestiality, even 
felching — it’s all in The Aristocrats, 
Paul Provenza’s documentary about 
the world’s filthiest joke. And peo- 
ple are into it. 

“I think we have the highest [rev- 
enue] per screen in history. It’s dou- 
bled Star Wars,” says Penn Jillette, who 
co-produced and appears in The Aristo- 
crats and who is perhaps best known as 
the larger and more loquacious half 
the comedy/magic act Penn and 
Teller. “We're on nine screens by now 
[averaging $60,000 per screen], and 
it’s still doing fabulously and selling 
out. But still, it’s a small movie fora 
group people who just love the idea 
of comedy. ... We made it for our 
friends, and it’s doing much better 
than we expected.” 

Has Jillette thought all about 
the reason why people laugh hysteri- 
cally when they hear George Carlin, 
for example, describe defecating in 
his wife’s mouth? the cathartic 
effect of delving into the id? 


“Oh, I don’t know,” says Jillette. 
“The argument freedom speech 
always goes to those who say it in- 
spires and those who say it’s cathartic. 
I think it’s a very different thing. I 
don’t think it gets out thoughts we 
have about raping our children. These 
people in the movie are our friends, 


people respect and love, and 
‘love’ is the exact right word. One of 
the things that I’ve said in inter- 
views that keeps coming back to me 
is that I can’t think of another 
movie with no violence, no hostili- 
ty, and no conflict: there’s nothing. 
It’s just people laughing and loving 
each other. No one means any 
harm. It’s all done out of making 
people laugh and out good 
time. So I don’t know about cathar- 
tic. I don’t know if you're really ex- 
periencing any negative things to 
kind of work through. Oedipus Rex 
may be cathartic, but this is just 
funny.” 

Is there anything that Jillette 
would consider as crossing the line 
of acceptability? Is there any movie 
that he would walk out of because 
violated his standards decency? 

“IT walked out on Kevin Costner’s 
Robin Hood thing,” he says. “And I 
wanted walk out Lord the 
Rings, but I was at the opening, so! 
guess social pressure stopped me.”

Consalvo said he likes to party 
as much as anyone else. He prom- 
ised he’s not trying to crack down 
on New Year’s Eve, birthday, or 
christening extravaganzas. Howev- 
er, said, when comes after- 
hours ragers, enough is enough. 

“Nothing good comes of a party 
that starts at1 am,” Consaivo ar- 
gued at the hearing. (We can think 
of a few things.) 

Officers described two types 
parties. The first the off-campus 
keg parties all know and love 
unless, of course, we’re neighbor- 
hood residents who actually like to 
sleep and don’t like people peeing 
in our yards. OPT-style efforts to 
curtail such festivities are already 
place Allston-Brighton and 
Mission Hill, which are hot spots 
for this type of party. 

OPT is targeting the second 
kind: wild, after-hours house 
parties Hyde Park, Dorchester, 
and Mattapan, publicized 
leaflets and by word of mouth, 
where hosts can make upwards 
$1000 in one night. 

“We typically refer to this as a 
perfect-storm scene for violence,” 
says B-3 captain Timothy Murray. 

Over the course of one weekend 
in July, undercover OPT officers 
busted four parties attended 
combined 460 people Dorchester 
and Mattapan, made five arrests, 
confiscated two guns, and carted 
away four loads of high-tech DJ 
equipment. Murray says the problem 
getting worse, pointing out that the 
number of stabbings between 2 and 
6 am had risen from 67 in all of 2004 
to 83 already this year —a fact he 
feels is partly a result of the parties. 

Not mention that “you have 
150 people, one bathroom, and the 
whole neighborhood becomes 
public toilet.” The council expects 
the legislation voted its 
August 24 meeting.

She’s a girl who loves making monsters. 
She also paints pirates, sometimes 
with missing teeth, who are growling 
and blowing out bottle- 
shaped vapors of “super-bad alcohol 
breath.” She creates alien descendents, 
having learned the finer points of 
molded-costume making from gore- 
metal-warrior-freak band Gwar. She’s 
even worked with fighting-monster 
spectacle Kaiju Big Battel — her “spe- 
cialty” was monstrous sewer grates. 

Yet among all the snarling bucca- 
neers and thrash-metal creatures she’s 
crafted over the last few years, the 
“most remembered” creations by 
Kristin Rauwerdink (a/k/a Ktron) area 
giant pair breasts. 

Ktron, a 25-year-old Fenway artist, 
builds sets at Avalon. Last year when 
the boob-fest video franchise Girls Gone 
Wild came to the Lansdowne Street 
nightclub, she erected an oversize bikini- 
topped babe and rigged the mechanical 
model flash the dance floor with the 
help invisible hand. sat back 
there and pulled [a] string half the 
night,” she recalls, giggling. 

Ktron came to New England in 
2001 after two years of art school 
in Milwaukee. “Wisconsin’s 
great, it’s just not conducive 
to art,” she says of her 
home state. “If 1 wanted to 
be a wildlife artist, yeah, 

I'd stay there. I’d paint 
ducks all day.” She escaped

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to the Rhode Island School of Design, 
where she got started working with 
Gwar (she still travels down to their 
Richmond art space to help out every 
year). In the fall of 2003, three months 
after graduating, she landed the gig 
at Avalon. 

These days, when the club wants a 
set for a special event — like the enor- 
mous battleship it needed when the 
USS JFK docked in South Boston last 
May — that’s Ktron’s job. Typically, 
she’ll spend two weeks month 
constructing a set, then another day 
installing her creation. For a drive-in- 
themed event, she constructed a blue 
convertible with a license plate that 
read MAKEOuT and a light-up HEARTBREAK 
HOTEL Sign. She’s also built a giant Aztec 
temple, a nine-foot robot, and a wide- 
mouthed fish. “I build sets where peo- 
ple can mack on each other,” she says 
with a sly smile. 

Ktron is also Lansdowne Street’s 
unofficial house artist. She created 


the blue-and-lavender DANCE HERE 
Avalon mural that faces the Mass 

Pike. She’s made tiki masks for the 
Tiki Room. And she painted the 
handful rock-album-themed images 
currently hanging in Bill’s Bar, includ- 
ing “Meat Loaf on his motorcycle 
shooting out of [the] Duran Duran 

Rio [cover] girl’s chest.” 

Right now, Ktron has six paintings 
in “Secret Identity,” a group show at 
the Diesel Café Davis Square. Not 
surprisingly, they’re cartoony portraits 
of fictional monsters and villains. Two 
depict pirates sword-fighting the 
ocean, dueling for each other’s gold so 
relentlessly that they’re about to sink 
each other’s ships and become shark 
bait for a ravenous, fork-wielding great 
white. In a piece called Modern Love, 
video-game screen shots show Ms. 
Pac-Man and Donkey Kong falling in 
love, leaving Pac-Man weeping and 
Mario finally making off with the 
Princess. There’s even a monkey fight 
inspired by Lee “Scratch” Perry. 

“My influences are all over the 
place,” says Ktron. “I just want to 
make stuff. I like to paint, I like to 
sculpt, I like to make funny things.

take John Connolly and Sam Yoon in the current 
at-large city-council race. Others make some 
early noise, only to fade away after Election Day. 
And Gibran Rivera? With the election 
three months away, it’s still unclear what his 
legacy will be. Rivera, a 30-year-old commu- 
nity organizer, is challenging City Councilor 
John Tobin in Boston’s sixth district, which 
includes West Roxbury, Jamaica Plain, and 
parts of Roxbury and Roslindale. His cam- 


paign has inherent demographic interest: 
while the political clout of Boston’s Latinos is 
growing, Spanish-speaking candidate has 
won election to the council outright. (Felix 
Arroyo finished fifth the at-large race 
2001, but joined the council when fourth- 
place finisher Francis “Mickey” Roache be- 
came Suffolk County register of deeds.) 
Rivera may be at the forefront of a new 
generation Latino candidates, win lose. 


The 2000 Census put Boston’s Latino popula- 
tion at more than 85,000, compared to 62,000 
in 1990. Moreover, given this year’s tough at- 
large council race, Arroyo will be working to 
get out the Spanish-speaking vote and 
considering the sizable Latino population in 
District Six, Rivera should be a beneficiary. 
There’s just one problem: except for Rivera 
and his committed supporters, most people 
tate him as, at best, an extreme long shot. 
Why the pessimism? Flash back to 2003, 
when Tobin beat Francesca Fordiani, a 
Jamaica Plain activist who ran a vigorous 
campaign. By focusing on Tobin’s opposi- 
tion to the Community Stabilization Act, 
which would have limited the ability of big- 
ger landlords to hike rents around the city, 
Fordiani pushed the incumbent in Wards 10 
and 11 (northern Roxbury) and ran well in 
Ward 19 (Jamaica Plain and Roslindale). But 
in high-voting Ward 20 (West Roxbury), 
which delivered more than half the votes 
cast in the final District Six election, Tobin 
crushed his challenger, 5507 votes to 521. 
The final count: 74 percent for Tobin, 26 per- 
cent for Fordiani. 
Several seasoned City Hall observers expect 
a similar result come November. “You may 
see a replay of two years ago,” one warns. 
“How you beat somebody when you have 
part of the constituency in one community, 
but no base in the other, larger community?” 
Rivera, however, treats such skepticism 
with a kind of Muhammad Ali-esque, I’ll- 
shock-the-world swagger. Last week, sitting 
Rivera’s Egleston Square headquarters, 
suggested his candidacy might be a glorified 
organizing campaign, with winning the race 
a secondary goal. He smiled indulgently. “We 
are running to win, and we're going to win,” 
Rivera promised. “You can quote that. 
And you can check with the evening 
November talk about that.” 


THE END IDEOLOGY 
Rivera has several gripes with Tobin. He con- 
demns the councilor’s plan for return 
neighborhood schools, which Tobin floated 
during last year’s student-assignment review 
process (see “Late Assignment,” News and 
Features, July 16, 2004). (Tobin, who chairs 
the council’s education committee, proposed 
giving top priority at all schools to families 
living within a one-mile radius, an idea 
widely reviled in Boston’s minority communi- 
ties.) “Most neighborhoods in Boston said 
very clearly that they prefer choice and ac- 
countability, not neighborhood schools,” 
Rivera argues. “It just seems like, as chair of 
the education committee, he was making an 
argument that doesn’t serve the vast majority 
children and families the public 
schools.” Rivera also pans Tobin’s continued 
opposition the Community Stabilization 
Act, which the council rejected again last 
year. As Rivera sees it, market forces aside, 
the council’s failure even to try to mitigate 
skyrocketing rents unconscionable. 
Ultimately, though, Rivera’s beef with To- 
bin seems philosophical. According 
Rivera, Tobin represents bankrupt political 
paradigm — one in which politicians act as a 
distant elite, rather than collaborating and co- 
operating with the people they represent. 
“This campaign sets out to build community 
build political power,” Rivera says.

On this subject — the council’s place in 
the broader political landscape it’s hard 
to overstate the difference between Tobin 
and his challenger. During a recent inter- 
view Anna’s Donuts, the mom-and-pop 
West Roxbury establishment where Tobin 
holds his office hours, the councilor reluc- 
tantly identified himself as a “centrist 
moderate.” But he also emphasized that he 
sees the council as a non-ideological body. 
“I think when you get into ideology in city- 
council races, it tends to be a bit 
overblown,” he says. “I don’t put much 
stock into that.” 

The left-leaning voters of his district may 
disagree. West Roxbury may be heavily Irish 
and politically conservative, but Jamaica 
Plain remains a progressive hotbed. And as 
Tobin courts JP’s lefty contingent, his cen- 
trist approach — and support for neighbor- 
hood schools — could become a liability. 

On this particular issue, though, Tobin 
is unrepentant. In fact, he takes credit for 
several recent changes in the Boston Public 
Schools, claiming they were inspired by 
the work his office did last year. (One ex- 
ample: students in grades

Whether Rivera can give Tobin a decent 
race remains to be seen. But he has one 
key advantage — his ethnicity — that 
Fordiani, Tobin's challenger two years 
ago, didn’t enjoy. If Rivera can retain the 
votes Fordiani captured 2003 while 
pulling Latino votes away from Tobin — 
and if he brings newly registered Latinos 
to the polls — the race could be surpris- 
ingly close. 

This may not be easy, however, espe- 
cially considering the internal diversity of 
Boston’s Latino populace. native 
Puerto Rico, Rivera might pull in plenty of 
support from that particular community, 
which is the city’s largest Latin contin- 
gent. But will members of other major 
groups Dominicans, Mexicans, Sal- 
vadorans — support him as well? Also, 
even if Rivera benefits from Latino soli- 
darity, his emphatic progressivism could 
liability among more conservative 
Latinos, such as the Cuban entrepreneurs 
of Jamaica Plain.

Journalism’s 
next big 


THE WEN LEE CASE COULD DEAL HARSHER BLOW 
INVESTIGATIVE REPORTING THAN PLAMEGATE DID 


TWO MONTHS AGO, THE SURPRISE IDENTIFICATION FORMER FBI 
OFFICIAL MARK FELT THE MOST FAMOUS CONFIDENTIAL 
SOURCE ENDED THREE-DECADE MYSTERY AND TRIGGERED NOISY, 


partisan debate over whether “Deep Throat” 
was Watergate hero self-serving traitor. 

This summer, the media and political estab- 
lishments have been riveted the tale Va- 
lerie Plame, the CIA operative whose public out- 
ing triggered criminal probe that has reached 
deep into the Bush White House. For refusing 
to disclose her confidential sources in the case, 
New York Times reporter Judith Miller has spent 
more than a month behind bars, becoming 
both a media martyr and a public celebrity. 

Yet for all the buzz and hand-wringing 
generated by Deep Throat and Plamegate, an- 
other battle is likely to have an even greater 
impact on journalists and those who provide 
them with information under the cloak of 
anonymity. Currently grinding its way 
through the courts, the case brought by Wen 
Lee the former nuclear scientist who 


was suspected espionage pits individ- 
ual’s right privacy and protect his her 
Teputation against the free flow informa- 
tion and the public’s right know. 

Four reporters James Risen the New 
York Times, former CNN staffer Pierre Thomas, 
H. Josef Hebert of the Associated Press, and 
Bob Drogin the Los Angeles Times are now 
under contempt citations for failing dis- 
close confidential sources in connection with 
Lee’s suit against several government agen- 
cies, which alleges the government leaked 
personal information that violated his privacy 
and helped fuel a feeding frenzy against him. 

Lee’s assertion his legal rights has put 
journalists directly the cross hairs. And 
First Amendment advocates are worried, 
angry, and fearful that this case will more 
damage investigative journalism than 


anything that comes out the Plame probe. 


“While we’ve always had a certain number 
federal prosecutors going after journalists, 
seeing different type phenomenon 
— the federal employee who’s been wronged. 
If you can somehow compel the journalists to 
be agents of discovery, it’s going to have a 
chilling effect,” says Lucy Dalglish, executive 
director of the Reporters Committee for Free- 
dom of the Press. “This is very troubling.” 

“In some ways this has the potential 
have much broader implications the long 
run. This is more of a garden-variety day-to- 
day journalism issue than the Valerie Plame 
case,” says Jane Kirtley, Silha Professor of Me- 
dia Ethics and Law at the School of Journalism 
and Mass Communication at the University of 
Minnesota. “It is not the role of the courts .. . 
or private litigants to impose standards on the 
press by means of a coercive tactic like this.”

RUSH JUDGMENT 

A former Los Alamos Nuclear Laboratory 
scientist, Lee was indicted in December 1999 
on 59 counts of mishandling classified infor- 
mation. But the much-ballyhooed case 
fizzled, and Lee ended up pleading guilty to 
only one count. The judge who released him 
apologized for the actions, and 
President Clinton voiced his regrets as well. 

It wasn’t exactly the media’s finest hour 
either, as critics complained that coverage 
created a rush to judgment about Lee’s guilt. 
In September 2000, the New York Times pub- 
lished rare half-page note readers admit- 
ting that its reporting had failed to “give Dr. 
Lee the full benefit of the doubt” and “did not 
pay enough attention to the possibility that 
there had been major intelligence loss 
which the Los Alamos scientist was minor 
player, completely uninvolved.” 

Dalglish says that the eventual backlash 
sympathy toward Lee was so potent that “you 
can also argue that the media did a lot to re- 
habilitate his reputation recent years. lot 
people feel sorry for him.” 

Shortly after his indictment, Lee filed suit 
against several government agencies, claim- 
ing their leaks his personal information 
news organizations violated the Privacy Act, 
which prohibits such agencies from inten- 
tionally disclosing personal and private 
records. (Lee’s lawyer failed respond sev- 
eral Phoenix phone calls for comment.) 

After making efforts to discover the origin 
the leaks through government channels, 
Lee issued subpoenas the journalists, who 
unsuccessfully sought quash them. dra- 
matic ruling last summer, US District Court 
judge Thomas Penfield Jackson found Risen, 
Drogin, Thomas (now at ABC), Hebert, and the 
New Jeff Gerth contempt for refus- 

ing to disclose their sources and ordered them 
to pay fines of $500 a day — although those 
fines are hold pending the appeals process. 


MARK 


The news organizations reacted with dis- 
may. The Los Angeles Times issued a statement 
saying that the “ruling seriously jeopardizes 
the press’s ability to report about our govern- 
ment’s actions and the public’s right to 
know.” A similar message from the New York 
Times said that “confidential sources are criti- 
cal for us to give the public as broad a perspec- 
tive as possible on the important issues of the 
day, particularly when they concern the ac- 
tions government.” 

A challenge to Jackson’s ruling failed on 
June 28, 2005, when the US Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia Circuit upheld 
the contempt citations against all the re- 
porters except Gerth. In late July, attorneys 
for the other four journalists petitioned for a 
rehearing before the appeals court. 

“I’m not going to speculate about whether 
or not we get a rehearing,” says Risen’s attor- 
ney, Joel Kurtzberg. But he does point out 
that if the court does not agree to the peti- 
tion, the next option to consider would be the 
US Supreme Court. 


MATTER 

Other recent attempts breach source 
confidentiality via the courts have been relat- 
ed to criminal investigations: Plamegate in- 
volves possible federal criminal violation, 
while Providence TV reporter Jim Taricani was 
sentenced to home confinement for refusing 
to reveal the source of a secret tape in a munic- 
ipal corruption case. But reporters caught in 
the Wen Ho Lee saga are being asked to cough 
up confidential sources in a civil Privacy Act 
lawsuit, and journalism ad- 
vocates see that as an even 
greater threat. 

“It lowers the bar for when 
somebody civil lawsuit 
can demand, when a reporter 
must unmask a source,” says 
Charles Tobin, an attorney 
representing Thomas. 

Lee Levine, an attorney 
for Hebert and Drogin, says 
that “there’s an additional 
concern that the interest of a 
private litigant would held 
more important than 
the journalist’s or source’s 

In his petition for rehear- 
ing, Levine argued that giv- 
en the DC Circuit’s ruling, 
“no reporter today could 
make credible promise 
confidentiality to a contem- 
porary Deep Throat because 
any modern-day Watergate suspect even 
convicted felon could file Privacy Act suit 
and disclosure the reporter’s 
confidential sources.” 

In fact, reporters could be compelled to 
testify Privacy Act suit filed Steven 
Hatfill, the researcher whose name surfaced 
in connection with the investigation into the 
2001 anthrax attacks that killed five people. 
Claiming was the victim leaks the 
media, Hatfill sued the government under 
the Privacy Act and subpoenaed about a dozen 
news organizations. (Hatfill has also sued the 
New York Times for libel, litigation that had 

been dismissed but was reinstated by a feder- 
appellate court late July.) 

For now, Hatfill has withdrawn the media 
subpoenas while his legal team pursues full- 
fledged discovery strategy against the govern- 
ment. But he could still come after the news 
outlets later. brief filed connection 
with the Wen Ho Lee case earlier this year, 
Hatfill’s lawyers argued that “neither the First 
Amendment nor the common law gives re- 
porters media enterprises any exemption 
from a citizen’s obligation to disclose evidence 
illegal acts committed his her pres- 
ence, including violations the Privacy Act.” 

Judging the public’s attitude toward the 
complex issue reporters and their confiden- 
tial sources pretty tricky matter. one 
survey touted as a good sign for the media, a 
May 2005 poll commissioned the American 
Journalism Review and the First Amendment 
Center found that 69 percent of the respon-

dents agreed with the statement, “Journal- 
ists should be allowed to keep a news 
source confidential.’” 

Yet another survey taken around the 
same time by the University of Connecticut 
seems to fly in the face of those sentiments. 
In that poll, 57 percent of the general public 
voiced approval for the court ruling that 
forced Miller and Time magazine’s Matt 
Cooper reveal their sources during the 
Plame investigation. 


NORMAL METHODS 

In their petitions for a rehearing in the 
Lee case, the journalists’ attorneys ar- 
gued that specific circumstances relevant 
to their clients’ reporting should exempt 
them from the court’s ire. But they also 
focused on the broader dangers to jour- 
nalism posed Lee’s suit. 

Hebert’s legal team argued that “[t}he 
authors of the Privacy Act .. . would likely 
be among the most surprised and troubled

In a potentially 
significant development, 
lawyers for the Washington 
Post’s Walter Pincus — an 
accomplished national-se- 
curity reporter whose case 
has lagged procedurally 
behind those the other 
Wen Ho Lee reporters — ar- 
gued before US District 
Court judge Rosemary Col- 
lyer last week for the court 
create common-law 
application of a reporter’s 
privilege similar to attor- 
ney-client privilege. (Judge 
Jackson, who issued the 
August 2004 contempt rul- 
ings, has retired.) 

“There’s no overriding public interest 
in compelling disclosure. That’s the main 
thing I argued to Judge Collyer,” says Pin- 
cus’s attorney, Kevin Baine. “I argued 
that there was no substantial harm 
caused by any leak in this case.” 

It’s not clear how a favorable ruling by 
Collyer might affect other reporters already 
contempt. But Kurtzberg says could 
the entire matter: “As practical 
Matter, would likely have the opportunity 
to raise the argument with her — even if we 
lose at the appellate [level] — that we should 
have the benefit of that same argument.” 

In the meantime, the complicated, 
convoluted fight protect the Wen 
Lee sources goes on. And the stakes for 
investigative reporting and freedom of 
the press couldn’t higher. 

“The question really is whether or not 
reporters have the right to promise 
confidentiality their sources and then 
abide by their promises,” says Baine, sug- 
gesting that forcing journalists choose 
between disclosure or incarceration isn’t 
realistic alternative. 

“In the long run that’s not very secure 
basis for sources to operate on,” Baine adds, 
“that reporters are going willing 
jail.”

Greggebee has spent the past four anda 
half years searching for faces throughout 
the urban landscape. He’s woken 
countless Saturday mornings and headed to 
where he knows, based on experience, that 
people paint. His friends tell him 
about faces they see on the street, and he 
scribbles the locations in a little black book 
and hustles to get to them before they disap- 
pear. Bricks, metal doors, alleys, poles, sil- 
ver transformer boxes, windows, rocks, 
trees, phone booths he’s found ephemeral 
faces on every imaginable surface. 

Due to their almost anarchic isolation, 
train tracks are natural draw for graf writ- 
ers. But Greggebee has also dangled over the 
Charles River the icy months shoot faces 
on the sides of bridges.

He has sleepy- 
eyed purple goblins, slash-mouthed stick 
figures with question-mark ears, bucktoothed 
yokels with liver-spotted scalps, skeletons on 
cell phones, dead karate legends, dead presi- 
dents, flaming skulls, comic-book villains, ex- 
otic beauties plumed with flowers. He has po- 
litical faces (Mumia Abu-Jamal, Al Gore, 
George W. Bush), tough-guy faces (Bruce Lee, 
Taxi Driver-era Robert De Niro, the ubiquitous 
Andre the Giant), musical faces (John 
Coltrane, Sid Vicious), cult faces (Don Knotts). 
He even has a photo of a face done by Neck 
Face, one of the hottest street scrawlers going 
the country. “These are outdoor gal- 
leries,” says Greggebee. 

Big American cities like New York, San 
Francisco, and Chicago have long, rich, 
well-documented histories of graffiti cul- 
ture. Boston does not. Search the Wooster 
Collective, a New York-based Web site that 
bills itself as a “celebration of street art,” for 
the word “Boston” and it turns up 64 results; 
a search for “San Francisco” unearths 11,200, 
while “Chicago” turns up 11,100. Miles of 
graffiti, like the pieces rendered on the walls 
along the Fitchburg line, are rare in this 
town, which is why you have to be some- 
thing hunter and willing em- 
bark on fence-hopping missions — to find it. 

“I’m just doing the job that somebody's gotta 
do,” Greggebee says. “Otherwise, these paint- 
ings will go away and no one will ever even 
know that they existed. And that would bea 
whole part our history missing.”

COMEDIANS COMEDY AND THE INDIE-ROCKERS INDIE ROCK 


To say that Patton Oswalt’s brand of comedy 
isn't for everyone is an understatement on 

par with, like, “Hitler was mean.” What with his 
calling Cirque du Soleil “gay catnip for old people” 
and referring to Jagermeister as “the Special 
Olympics in a shot glass,” 
it's safe to 
assert that the diminutive 
Californian’s humor is fit on- 
ly for the kind of hip, young 
crowd that packed the Par- 
adise last Wednesday. They 
came in droves — all ironic T- 
shirts and spectacles ablaze 
— to see the Bill Hicks of a 
new generation on the Co- 
medians of Comedy tour, a 
brief six-city jaunt that fea- 
tured Oswalt and four like-minded stander-uppers 
taping sets for an upcoming Comedy Central series. 

Oswalt was the most recognizable face on the 
bill thanks to his role on CBS's The King of Queens, 
and after he did a bit of crowd warming, Zach 
Galifianakis got the evening under way. Sporting a 
Grizzly Adams beard that made him look more than 
a bit like a child molester (‘I told my stylist to give 
the ‘Amber Alert’ Galifianakis tore through his 
set from behind a piano, freestyling absent-minded- 
ly on the ivories as he deadpanned one-liners in a 
style reminiscent of Steven Wright. Midway through 
his set, he said his material was going to get “a little 
deeper,” and a spotlight shone into the Paradise’s 
balcony to reveal his accompanist, a goatee’d saxo- 
phonist playing smooth jazz licks more befitting of 
John Tesh than Lenny Bruce. By the time he left the 
stage, he was asking the crowd to sing “Happy 
Birthday” to his father, who may or may not have 
been on the other end of his cell phone. Didn't really 
matter — we were more than happy to oblige. 

From there, things got a bit stale. Brian 
Posehn (of Mr. Show fame) and special guest 
Todd Barry got laughs, but they relied on old

material that was already familiar to the comedy 
geeks — pretty much everyone — in the house. 
But at least their sets were true to the style of 
the evening, which is more than | can say for 
Maria Bamford, whose goofy-voiced musings on 
her father’s driving habits and 
the perils of being a 35-year- 
old single woman were out of 
place.

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The Click Five aim big really big, arena big, MTV big

EW YORK — The Click Five 
are a likable band — it’s at 
the core of their mission 
statement. Although they 
started up in a dilapidated 
house in Allston, the band — four 
Berklee alums plus friend lured 
from Purdue — were created to be big. 
Really big. Arena big. MTV big. 
They’ve been rigorous in honing the 
details of their radio-ready power pop 
and the tailoring of their matching 
black suits. The larger idea, however, 
the one that guides their every inter- 
action, is remarkably simple: to be 
big, you have to make people happy. 
So their handshakes are firm and 
ready, and though they don’t think of 
themselves as a “boy band,” they take 
no offense at the tag. On stage, 
they’re marvel crowd-pleasing 
energy and guitar-swaying choreogra- 
phy. They point to girls in the audi- 
ence and toss them smiles and guitar 
picks. Their ambition is ingenuously 
unambiguous. The girls get so happy, 
they shake and cry. 

It’s July 27, and the Click Five are at 
Radio City Music Hall to open for the 
Backstreet Boys on a tour that'll hit 
the Tweeter Center this Sunday. So 
far, it’s gone well, as did the Ashlee 
Simpson tour before it, on which they 
sold 8000 copies of a three-song single 
from the merch booth. In the mean- 
time, radio’s starting to catch on: 
Boston station Kiss 108 got the ball 
rolling, and other Top outlets are 
following. video has made quick in- 
roads on MTV’s tastemaking TRL. The 
New York stop on the tour is the nexus 
promotion for the August release the 
Click Five’s Lava/Atlantic debut, Greetings from 
Imrie House (so named for their Allston shit- 
hole). Over the next day, the band will appear 
on TRLand a local morning news show, doa 
video interview for the cable-TV arts magazine 
New York 360, and tape a segment for Sirius 
satellite radio. In between, there will be vari- 
ous press interviews and photo shoots and 
many runs to Starbucks for the mocha frappuc- 
cinos that keep the boys amped. 

Radio City is a far cry from the tour’s other 
stops amphitheaters and theme-park are- 
nas. Its Art Deco splendor was recently refur- 
bished, and its gilt walls and ceiling sparkle. 
Tonight, a huge digital screen hangs above the 
vaunted stage, and for $2.99 a pop, it will dis- 
play text messages sent via fans’ cell phones, 
two at a time: “Heather says BSB rox my sox,” 
“Penn Brook os,” “I LOVE MANSTEAK.” The 
constant flicker messages makes the venera- 
ble venue seem more like home room, and the 
distraction isn’t a help to the night’s first act, 
Brown, who has trouble filling the big 
stage alone. An inchoate Britney, her dancing 
and singing are bit awkward her high 
notes sound like Yorkie with its hind legs 
caught under lawnmower. even more 


piercing shriek erupts when the 
young Brown throws shout-out 
to her headlining benefactors. 

When she’s done, the stage 
lights and her gear 
cleared to reveal a drum kit 
flanked by two Marshall half- 
stacks and a monster Ampeg 
bass amp.

Slowly, later, comes the 
realization that keyboard player 
Ben Romans is right when he 
tells me as we walk to Lava’s NYC 
offices, “This the only chance 
for these kids see and hear 
this kind music.”

century. Most contemporary pop 
formless extrusion modern

sound, though well scrubbed, has 
audible links to the Beatles, the 
Beach Boys, and the Cars.

The Click Five could even pass for 
Posies knockoff carved out 
Ivory soap.

all once like this. They fuse acts 
variously over-the-top as Kiss and De- 
vo with a rock ebullience that of late 
has been all too rare. The problem is, 
pop radio likes what it’s played before, 
and it’s not playing anything like 
this. Pop punk creeps into play lists 
only after significant support from 
modern-rock stations; most of the Top 
40 hews closer to hip-hop, however 
watered down. No other bands are as- 
sailing the pop charts armed only 
with songs, harmonies, strong jaws, 
and good haircuts. The Click Five are 
Top 40 radio’s Great White Hope. 

“We're in the business of rocking,” 
singer Eric Dill says with a sly grin. 
explaining the suits, which al- 
ways everyone’s first question. “Our 
idea, ever since the beginning, was 
we wanted to take this as far as we 
possibly could, big can.” 

Wayne Sharp had tour-managed 
Kiss in the late no-make-up years, and 
was looking for band who were 
“not afraid of commerciality.” After 
finding willing subjects at Imrie Road, 
introduced them local producer 
Mike Denneen, who’s known for his 
work with Fountains of Wayne, Let- 
ters to Cleo, and Aimee Mann. Den- 
neen recorded their demos so com- 
pletely that three of the four made it 
as-is onto the CD he eventually pro- 
duced. From there, Sharp describes 
the A&R process as “very simple.

Which means, beyond the in- 
dustry’s frantic two-handed search for its 
own ass, that music alone isn’t enough to 
across increasingly fragmented mar- 
ketplace.

the Carter Family. From her earliest 
recordings, radio transcripts capturing 
10-year-old June singing numbers like 
the Carters’ “Keep on the Sunny Side” 
and Stephen Foster’s “Oh Susannah,” 
her final tapings, she never lost the 
grounded, faith-fueled perspective 
and twangy cotton-candy drawl that 
were her birthright. 

New anthologies re-examining the 
musical legacies Johnny and June 
Carter Cash have just been released on 
Columbia/Legacy. The standard edition 
of Johnny Cash: The Legend comprises four 
CDs spanning his half-century career. 
The deluxe edition, a pricy lure for 
hardcore fans, includes large photo 
book, a lithograph of a painting of 
Cash, a DVD of the 1980 TV special John- 
ny Cash: The First 25 Years, and a bonus CD 
his first live appearance, Mem- 
phis radio station KWEM in 1954. For 
completists those who want crash 
course in Cash, it’s a great package. But 
the seven unreleased songs, which in- 
clude “I’ve Been Workin’ the Rail- 
road” and “Down in the Valley,” don’t add 
much to his canon — though there is an en- 
tertaining duet with Billy Joe Shaver, “You 
Can’t Beat Jesus Christ,” on the fourth disc, 
which collects Cash’s musical collaborations. 

Cash’s finest duets, including “Jackson” 
and Kris Kristofferson’s “If Were Carpen- 
ter,” were with And they’re all June 
Carter Cash Keep the Sunny Side: Her Life Mu- 
sic. But what’s best about this two-CD set 
that it helps bring her out from Johnny’s im- 
posing shadow. That’s where she chose 
for the last four decades her life, often 
holding the man she loved together when 
his battles with drugs and inner demons 
threatened to tear him to pieces. As a result, 
she didn’t record much. She cut singles with 
her sisters and her mother, the guitarist, 
singer, and Carter Family bedrock Maybelle 
Carter, and others, like the Grand Ol’ Opry 
comedy team Homer & Jethro, and she had a 
handful of sides under her own name. She 

finally made her own solo album, Appalachian 
Pride (Columbia), in 1975, then waited 24 
years to make its follow-up, Press On (Small 
Hairy Dog). Her final full-length, Wildwood 
Flower (Dualtone), came out shortly after her 
death in May 2003, a few months before 
Johnny slipped away. 

Keep the Sunny Side starts with that preco- 
cious 10-year-old singing her little heart out. 
A few tracks later and June has grown into 
her role in the Carter act as the family come- 
dian. Her best available cornpone humor can 
be found on June Carter: Live Recordings from the 
Louisiana Hayride (Scena), an excellent collec- 
tion early radio performances that culmi- 
nates with her singing “It Ain’t Me, Babe” 
and “Ballad of a Teenage Queen” with John- 
ny. But Keep the Sunny Side, both her ear- 
single “Root, Hog Die,” cut with her sis- 


ters (Helen and Anita) and Maybelle, anda 
yokel rewrite of “Baby, It’s Cold Outside” 
that was a hit she made with Homer & 
Jethro in 1949 suffice. 

The tunes vary quality though June 
calls on the rarely heard darker side of her 
clear mountain voice for the 1961 murder 
ballad “The Heel,” and there’s sparkling 
“Ring of Fire” recorded with Helen, Anita, 
and Maybelle until her duets with Johnny 
begin in ’67, with “Jackson.” From there on, 
the set hits a series of musical and emotional 
highs. All the Johnny Ap- 
palachian Pride gets aired, and Tom T. Hall's 
“The L&N Don’t Stop Here Anymore,” “East 
Virginia Blues,” “I Love You Sweetheart,” and 
the title number all sound like entries from 
coming-of-age diary. They also tell the 
story of America’s industrial rise and the first 
measures of its decline, of how the hills in 
which she was raised resonate with as many 
stories as the cities, and how the foundation 
of love and tradition and faith on which she 
was raised shaped her outlook life. 

The set also taps June’s final albums, con- 
cluding as it begins, with “Keep on the Sunny 
Side,” but this time sung in the frail, lovely 
voice of the 74-year-old who made Press On. 
June had bright personality, even when she 
had use every bit her strength keep 
Johnny’s dark side from devouring him. But 
she also drew strength from her bond with 
her husband. You can hear how that bond 
held by comparing the spirited 1976 version 
of their duet “Far Banks of Jordan,” on Keep on 
the Sunny Side, with the weathered reading on 
Press On, when those banks were no longer 
far. It’s the sound two people facing the 
inevitable together, worn time but stay- 
ing, as best they could, on the sunny side of 
life’s finalavenue. 
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With her own company, Hatfield 
Can start making money the 
first record that’s sold. 


Juliana Hatfield, Vineyard Vibes, and Bill Frisell

t’s difficult to say what’s the bigger news 
for Juliana Hatfield right now, that her 
new album, Made in China, just came out 
this past Tuesday, or that it’s being released 
on her own label, Ye Olde Records. 

“It was just sort of the perfect time,” she 
tells me as we sit outside the Hot Tin Roof 
club on Martha’s Vineyard, a few hours be- 
fore she’s scheduled to headline as part of 
Berklee’s annual Vineyard Vibes festival. “The 
perfect opportunity, the timing opened up, 
and I couldn’t think of any reason not to do it 
myself this time.” 

Made China Hatfield’s eighth full al- 
bum of new material since the break-up of 
her band the Blake Babies in 1990. At 38, she’s 
made the same trip a lot of talented artists 
her generation have made over the past 
15 years — indie upstart, rising star riding 
the wave of the post-punk explosion in alter- 
Native rock, major-label signing, then back 
to the indies again as the bottom fell out of 
the record business and major labels slashed 
rosters and regrouped. For a while there, the 
modern-rock stations who had championed 
artists like Hatfield, Kristin Hersh, Bjork, 

PJ Harvey, and Aimee Mann stopped playing 
female artists altogether. Hatfield did her 
own major-label dance with Atlantic Records, 
had hits like “My Sister,” “Spin the Bottle,” 
and “Universal Heartbeat,” then slipped into 
respectable cultdom with albums released 
through Rounder Records’ Zoé imprint. 

Hatfield had considered calling her new 
album part for the Vineyard it- 
self, where she was spending lot time 
romance with another musician from the 
area, and also because the word represented 
feelings she had about herself. “Even my ca- 
reer is sort of a story of not belonging, not 
fitting in. That’s how I see it, anyway. The 
commercial success I had was a fluke.” 

Ye Olde Records (distributed by Redeye) is, 
she says, a way for her to start “making mon- 
ey at the first record that’s sold rather than 
having to recoup for a label.” Her experience 
with Atlantic left her “commitment-phobic,” 
and she began making records her own, 
“fast and cheap,” and licensing them la- 
bels, first Bar/None with the Please Not 
Disturb and eventually Zoé. Her immediate 
goal “self-sufficiency, keep making liv- 
ing. And really that’s all want. Just able 
make music and have some people hear it. 
And not have get day job. Simple goals. 
And of course I'd like to create a masterpiece 
some day. I don’t feel I’ve done that yet.” 

Some would argue she’s come close few 
times, 2004's In Exile Deo, her final album for 
Zoé, being the most recent. Hatfield has a 
knack for delivering nasty inner turmoil in 
sweet pop hooks accompanied indie-bred 
guitar rock. The best example might 
Sister” (from 1993’s Become What You Are), where 
those feelings isolation that she talks about 
suggest inadequacy, even self-loathing. The 
feelings are mopy, self-involved, messy, but 
any successful art the strength.of the 


artistic voice mitigates the emotions. 
Hatfield’s voice — girlish, pure, defiant — and 
those melodies save her from bathos. She’s 
“lived to tell,” as the saying goes. Her sarcas- 
tic/ironic sense of humor doesn’t hurt either. 
Made in China is more guitar-heavy than In 
Exile Deo. Hatfield’s own guitar playing on the 
CD has been compared with Neil Young’s, 
and that comes through later at the Hot Tin 
Roof show, in her bent paraphrases of the 
melody. But on “Oh,” her six-string mimics 


the hard-edged, chunky syncopations of Gang 
of Four. Elsewhere on the disc, Joe Keefe of 
the Unbusted (the former island paramour, 
and a co-author of two of the disc’s tunes) 
supplies the fancy classic-rock licks. 

The good news is that Hatfield sounds as 
big a mess as ever. And she’s just as funny. 
The verse of “What Do I Care” mimics 
“Smells like Teen Spirit.” When Hatfield 
sings off-key over nasty bent guitar notes, “I 
feel funny/Is it over?/Am I dead or a asleep 
on the sofa?”, you can follow along singing, 
“Here we are now/Entertain us.” She follows 
up with “Look at me there/I’m a rock star,” 
with references to “posers who fake it,” and 
the Kurt channeling complete. The chorus 
goes, “What the fuck/It’s miracle/I’m even 
here/You’re over me/But I’m alive/So what 
care.” She could writing about ro- 


mance or the vagaries of pop stardom. 

“Stay Awake” has one of her best lyric turns 
on a great bridge, “You think you’re the only 
one with a chemical imbalance.” The melody of 
“Send Money” is like a Middle Eastern drone, 
finally delivered as chant: “Save yourself! Send 
money!” Hatfield says it’s a retort to religious 
proselytizers who say, “I’ll pray for you,” to 
whom she’s saying, “Look at yourself, and if 
you really want help me, send money.” But 
her double-tracked vocals and raspy guitar have

an incantatory power that is in itself a prayer. 

think that the few times that felt hap- 
py, I didn’t feel the need to make music,” she 
tells me. “And remember was feeling kind 
happy six months ago and I was thinking, you 
know, I could just be a girlfriend, I could sort of 
like hanging around and be a loving girlfriend, 
and I could learn how to cook and maybe have 
baby, and caught myself, like, what 
was thinking? That satisfying 
life. I wouldn’t be happy doing that because I 
still have these things that I’m struggling with 
and working out with music.” 

When suggest that she was love when 
she was making the record, she says, “But 
there are no love songs on it, which is odd, be- 
cause there are lots them all other 
guess that shows that I’m still sort 
flailing and trying figure out what 


with myself, and the only thing that gives me 
any kind of feeling of being grounded consis- 
tently is music. I can’t depend on anything as 
much as I can depend on music.” 

The Vineyard Vibes event of which Hatfield 
was a part (she’s a Berklee graduate with a 
songwriting degree) mixes performances by 
Berklee faculty, students, and alumni that the 
college hopes will interest the parents fu- 
ture students well possible donors. 
was painful to watch her bite the hand that 
was feeding her and almost self-destruct 
stage. She followed Keefe’s Unbusted, who 
played punk pop that occasionally soared (es- 
pecially when Keefe and bassist Ben Smith 
sang harmonies on the choruses) and was al- 
ways tight and well played. The local contin- 
gent of teenage girls shrieked happily. 

But it was a small crowd to begin with. At 
approximately 500 capacity, the roadhouse- 
style Hot Tin Roof is the biggest club venue on 
the island, and the Saturday-night show was 
booked as all-ages — which in Vineyard terms 
means no alcohol served. At all. Hatfield, 


with bassist Ed Valauskas and drummer Pete 
Caldes (who are both on the album), followed 
the Unbusted with couple Hatfield’s 
prettier tunes, “Daniel” and “Sellout,” the lat- 
ter with some Valauskas’s fancier McCart- 
ney-esque grace notes. But the band couldn’t 
get traction with the thinning crowd, even 
Hatfield moved into rockers and unleashed 
more hell-for-leather vocals. She slowed the 
momentum down chatting with the few 
fans front the stage and tossing offhand 
insults her benefactors. When she said, 
“This is how they taught me to play guitar at 
Berklee,” and then went into a wrong-note 
soliloquy as Caldes and Valauskas tried to play 
along, one wanted to stand and shout (for the 
benefit the Berklee administrators pres- 
ent): “It’s joke! just kidding!”

Hatfield’s show was, it seems, the only 

Vineyard Vibes down note. The night be- 
fore, Berklee faculty member Eguie Castrillo 
had packed the Hot Tin Roof with his 18-piece 
orchestra paying tribute to Tito Puente, Tito 
Rodriguez, Machito, and the other“Mambo 
Kings” post-WW2 New York. The band in- 
cluded four dancers who worked amid the au- 
dience, the two male dancers also occasionally 
joining vocalist Manolo 
Mairena on stage for 
propulsive montuno call- 
and-response. The night 
included a spirited saxo- 
phone “chase” section (ku- 
dos especially to baritone 
Bob Bowlby and alto Pat 
Loomis), and for the final, 
obligatory “Oyé como va,” 
Berklee president Roger 
Brown joined Castrillo 
the timables. Thursday 
night, Phil Wilson led his 
Rainbow Band of Berklee 
students at the Martha’s 
Vineyard Performing Arts 
Center, and on Sunday, the 
Berklee Reverence Gospel 
Ensemble was scheduled to 
play a sold-out show at the 
Old Whaling Church in 
Edgartown. 

Vineyard Vibes is the 
brainchild of Barry 
Rosenthal of BR Creative, 
who does Berklee’s adver- 
tising and also happens 
to have a house on the 
Vineyard. Here was a 
way, Said Berklee VP of 
enrollment Steve Lip- 
man, to “take Berklee on 
the road,” affluent 
vacation community and 
“spread the gospel.” The 
hook would be the em- 
phasis on Berklee faculty, 
students, and alums 
rather than “imported” 
talent. With the event 
growing over the years 
from one night to four, and alumni stars 
like Joe Lovano, John Scofield, and Bruce 
Cockburn added the mix, the Berklee 
road show seems to have legs. 


Bill Frisell, who comes to Scullers next 

Thursday, is one of my favorite musi- 
cians and also one I’m easily frustrated by. 
For one thing, he’s too damn prolific. None- 
such alone lists 20 Frisell albums — who can 
keep up? And then there’s the music. When 
I’m away from him, tend generalize. 
There’s not enough rhythm, there aren’t 
enough hooks in the abstract writing and 
improvising, there’s not enough rockist gui- 
tar volume and distortion, and can’t he play 
anything faster than a medium tempo? 
Where are those fancy, steaming 16th-note 
runs and double-times that make jazz fans’ 
blood boil? Where’s the swing? 

Then along comes something like Unspeak- 
able — one of last year’s best jazz albums — or 
the new double CD East/West, which looks as 
might one this year’s. All the Frisell 
touchstones are here: the orchestral textures 
and the mix of guitar voices, the rainbow 
harmonies, the uncanny feel for melody, the 
wide-ranging repertoire, and, yes, even 
some jazz swing. Each CD is drawn from a 
live trio session, both with drummer Kenny 
Wolleson, “West” from 


Oakland with bassist Viktor Krauss, “East” 
from the Village Vanguard in New York with 
Tony Scherr on bass and guitar. 

Frisell does take his own sweet time. On “I 
Heard Through the Grapevine,” and the 
band massage that Motown hit’s signature bass 
figure for good two minutes before Frisell 
breaks out with the melody. The rest of the song 
slips by almost before you've had a chance to no- 
tice it. “Blues for Los Angeles” is anchored by a 
two-note Krauss bass vamp, and should re- 
quired listening for every jam band. At the sim- 
plest level, it’s a rock tune, but Wolleson’s little 
triplets against the four, Krauss’s syncopated 
fills, and Frisell’s continual teasing deference of 
gratification as he plays with various melodies 
over Krauss, settles on one, shifts the dynamics 
from a whisper to a shout, then joins Krauss in 
big dirty trembling low notes the vamp all 
sustain a dreamy tension before the sweetest of 
release. Did 1 say the guy had no hooks?

There’s no obvious stylistic difference be- 
tween the two CDs. Frisell brings out all his ef- 
fects — guitar sampling for ghostly backing 
choruses (“Shenandoah”), backwards guitar 
(“Blues for Los Angeles”), and his great variety 
voices, that can sound like different 
instrument entirely as he moves from improv 
back to the refrain. There’s even swing rhythm 
— walking bass with brushes — on “The Days 
of Wine and Roses” that would do his old men- 
tor Jim Hall proud. Frisell and Scherr play the 
Patsy Cline hit “Crazy” and Johnny Cash’s 
“Tennessee Flat Top Box” as acoustic-guitar 
breakdowns. “The Vanguard” great free jazz. 
What’s more remarkable still is that Frisell 
makes this stylistic variety all of a piece, a sin- 
gle musical vision, self-contained. When he 
plays the opening of “People,” there are some 
laughs from the audience. Frisell pauses, then 
starts again. The audience hushes for one of 
those perfectly phrased melodies. If you want 
to know exactly how perfectly phrased, try 
singing along with him: “are the luckiest peo- 
plein the... world.” ©

he title of the new Mobius Band al- 

bum is The Loving Sounds of Static, and 

its second song begins with just that 

—a few seconds of low crackling, a 

disturbance in some audio signal — 
before a driving drumbeat and a propulsive 
eight-note bass line kick in, drowning out the 
buzz. A voice sings of “newspapers funded by 
oil makers,” “synergistic partners,” publicists 
who tell you what to think, and a “radio coup” 
achieved by indomitable consolidated media. 
The singer’s cynicism is depressing; the music 
his lyrics are set to is anything but. Simple, 
major chord progressions cradle pleasantly 
catchy synth and guitar melodies. In the face of 
being left with “nothing left to choose,” as the 
lyrics put it, the band offer an aural salve. This 
contrast between alienated detachment and 
warm, tuneful rush is one key to the success of 
Mobius Band, who from the tiny Western Mass 
town of Shutesbury have risen above the white 
noise of the chaotic world they describe. 

Ben Sterling (vocals/guitar/synth), Peter 
Sax (vocals/bass/synth), and Noam Schatz 
(drums/programming) have been playing to- 
gether since 1996, when they met as fresh- 
men at Wesleyan University. But it wasn’t till 
last week that they had a full-length album to 
call their own. Four years were spent playing 
weekend parties in Middletown before they 
moved to the Amherst area in 2000 and, as 
Sterling recalls, got a “typical home recording 
set-up going. It was a good place to sort of 
figure out what we were doing away from any 
kind of pressure or scene. We lived and prac- 
ticed and recorded in the same house.” In less 
than three years, they'd released three EPs on 
their own dime. “We figured out how to 
record and mix, and we had this real cottage- 
industry, in-house operation going.” 

Following the release of One, Two, and 
Three, Sterling and Sax moved to Brooklyn 
while Schatz remained in Pioneer Valley with 
his wife, and the band signed a deal with the 
Ann Arbor indie Ghostly International. As a 
rock band who incorporate synths and sam- 
ples, Mobius Band were oddballs of sorts on 
the largely electronic label, and that helped 
get them noticed when, earlier this year, 
Ghostly released a fourth EP, City Vs Country, 
an artistic and critical breakthrough that 
garnered glowing reviews from the indie 
tastemakers Pitchfork. Taking the time 
find their sound had paid off in a way no one 
but Mobius themselves could have predicted. 

“There’s a clear progression, I think, from 
Two to Three to City,” Sterling reflects. “Releas- 
ing EPs was way keep people updated, be- 
cause we knew that we were changing a lot 
and that we weren't settled on some final, 
definitive sound.” Although he says they still 
haven't settled on a “definitive” sound (“That 
sounds boring to me”), City and Static are more 
focused and refined than the earlier work, 
which is full of long instrumental interludes 
and aural explorations. “We've definitely got- 
ten much more poppy, much more song ori- 
ented. I don’t really know why except that 
over the years we gravitated in that direction.

At this point, I can’t imagine anything better 
than three-and-half-minute song with 
hook that you remember for years. That’s just 
where my head is at right now.” 

Sterling and Sax share songwriting duties, 
but not collaborative fashion. Each penned 
five Static’s songs, and whoever writes 
sings it. You might not figure that out from the 
disc because their voices are remarkably simi- 
lar. “The funniest thing when there’s some 
Teview that talks about ‘Ben Sterling’s laconic 
vocal style’ and it’s don’t sing.” 

Every transition, every chord change, 
every electronic flourish The Loving Sounds 
Static seems carefully mapped out, yet there’s 
nothing overworked about the album. Few 
bands other than Radiohead can spend year 


the studio without killing their songs, 
losing their sanity, or risking bankruptcy. “I 
think we’re thinking guys. don’t take 
some forced place, but definitely think 
lot about instrumentation because we have 
the capacity to do it in so many different 
ways. It’s like, ‘Do we want to use a guitar? 
We don’t have to. But we can.’ And if that’s 
what works for the song, then that’s what we 
do. But if not, we can sample an accordion or 
something. When it’s that open-ended, you 
have trust your instincts risk getting 
bogged down in all the possibilities.” 

Those instincts have led Mobius Band 
fuse traditional rock instrumentation and elec- 
tronic programming. Distorted guitar chords 
hobnob with synth blips and bleeps; pounded

drums give way to programmed beats. Mobius 
have been likened to the Postal Service, and 
though that’s not off the mark, there’s some- 
thing about them that has more to do with the 
process than the product. Most Mobius sam- 
ples, for example, are homemade. The first 
track on Static, “Detach,” has a thud that 
sounds like a kick drum but is actually a sam- 
ple of Sterling’s sofa hitting the ground, and 
the casaba-like scrape the tweaked sound 
a hand wiping the synthetic surface of a Case 
Logic CD wallet. “It keeps it more personal.” 
With Static’s samples all stored on disc and 
the band in a position to support a full-length, 
the trio will head out on their second national 
tour. There’s certain logic kicking that 
tour off at T.T. the Bear’s Place: Mobius were 
gigging around Boston before the national 
press picked up on City Vs Country, and fora 
band who like balance, Cambridge is about 
as close as you can come to splitting the differ- 
ence between Northampton and Brooklyn.

this was the first time since Come that he’d 
played his own songs with a rock band. The 
trio — former Karate bassist Jeff Goddard, for- 
mer Rodan drummer Kevin Coultas, and 
Brokaw finger-picking distorted electric gui- 
tar — played a short but sweet set, mostly 
songs from new Incredible Love, which 
he says is his best album. After its October re- 
lease, he plans to tour in the US and in Eu- 
Tope, alternating between solo gigs and 
shows with Goddard and Coultas. 

“I wanted to make a record that was kind 
of a rock record that had acoustic guitar as the 
center of it,” he explains over a tuna-salad 
sandwich at the High Rise Bakery in Cam- 
bridge, a few blocks from his house. “I like 
how that works for the album. And then I 
thought, to promote the record, I really 
should some touring with band, since 
that’s how the record.” 

So why the return to rock? “As I was play- 
ing solo gigs, I started singing more. I started 
envisioning the stuff with bass and drums.” 
Also, after few years listening mostly 
jazz, he rekindled his love for rock through 
bands like Joshua Fit for Battle, Converge, 
and Pig Destroyer. “It was just time to start 
playing rock music again.” ©

Chris Martin wears his guitar bit too high. had wince 
when inserted “Let play Massachusetts” into the 
yearning “Politik,” the second song otherwise picture-per- 
fect set Coldplay humbly delivered to a capacity crowd of more 
than 19,000 at the Tweeter Center on Saturday. Martin and his 
band have spent plenty of time on the top of the charts since 
their first single, “Yellow,” made them the hottest thing to 
come out Britain since Radiohead five years ago. And having 
overcome the Thom Yorke shyness that afflicted Martin on 
their first US tour, Coldplay were already at the top of their 
game club band when they returned support 
Rush of Blood to the Head. But with the release of the anthemic X¢Y 
(Capitol) back June, they were catapulted into new realm 
the pop universe, and the Martin who graciously greeted a 
well-behaved audience of moms and dads, girlfriends and 
boyfriends, parents and kids, was top the world Saturday 
night. “Everybody okay far?” asked after sprinting back 
and forth from his piano to both sides of the stage during a 
soul-searching “Speed of Sound.” Later, after the selfless “The 
Hardest Part,” he thanked everyone for “being so nice” and, 
having already checked in with the folks up on the lawn, dedi- 
cated the next tune to anyone listening from the parking lot. 

If there were awards for nicest guys in rock or most self-ef- 
facing frontman, Coldplay would be hands down favorites. And 
given the larger platform of the Tweeter Center stage, the over- 
bearing gestures the Avalon show the band played couple 
weeks before X¢Y’s release seemed modest retrospect. Martin 
worked his way from the back of the stage, where he stood in 
silhouette against a giant PopMart-style backscreen, to center 
stage, where he chatted with band mates, played down his 
stardom (and marriage Gwyneth Paltrow) with quips like 
“How did a singer like me end up with an actress like that?”, 
and joked about his inability to improvise. 

The band, unshaven in basic black, may have dressed down, 
but there was plenty eye candy: the giant yellow balloons filled 
with yellow confetti that descended during “Yellow,” the million- 
dollar laser-light show that illuminated the audience often 
the band, and, clever pomo twist worthy U2’s text-messag- 
ing ploy, an audience photo-op that encouraged the crowd to “Get 
your cameras ready” bold letters the hi-def screen that was 
then lit with images people taking pictures themselves 
taking pictures of the band. Now if only someone could persuade 
Martin let little slack out that guitar strap.

Every band associated with the Elephant 6 collective in 
the ’gos refracted ’60s psychedelia through different lens- 
es. For the Olivia Tremor Control, Smile and Sgt. Pepper were 
the touchstones. Their mission: to find out how many 
disorienting looped-tape collages they could fit into a lo-fi 
pop set without sacrificing their angelic vocal harmonies 
and sweet-tooth hooks. By the time OTC disbanded, in 
2000, they had only two full-lengths and a mess of EPs 
and singles to their name. And with Elephant 6 disinte- 
grating, out-of-print legendhood seemed to suit a band 
whose songs were soundtracks to half-finished narratives 
and fleeting dreamscapes. Still, when NYC reunion 
show was scheduled for August 3 — OTC’s first US appear- 
ances six years, not counting couple gigs 
Athens, the adopted home town of OTC leaders Will 
Cullen Hart and Bill Doss — tickets moved so quickly that 
they had to add a second. 

Playing to a sold-out Bowery Ballroom last Wednesday 
for nearly two hours, OTC navigated their way through 
most both those two proper albums Music from 
the Unrealized Film Script Dusk at Cubist Castle and 1998's Black Fo- 
liage: Animation Music, both on the defunct Flydaddy label), 
in the process including the kaleidoscopic, 20-minute 
“Green Typewriters” suite. Re-creating chaotic experi- 
mental interludes as deftly as the haywire pop orchestra- 
tions that characterized their studio sound, the band 
swapped instruments mid song, took obscure audience re- 
quests, and marched through the crowd shaking large 
sticks adorned with jingle bells during the celebratory 
“Grass Cannons.” A surprise appearance by a nerve-racked 
Jeff Mangum, the notoriously reclusive leader of Neutral 
Milk Hotel, was mid-show highlight. After shouting 
couple of choruses, even Mangum seemed ready to help 
OTC spearhead Elephant revival.

fixture DC’s Fugazi-led punk scene since the late 
*80s, when he emerged as the inspired, well-coiffed, 
motor-mouthed leader of Nation of Ulysses, lan Svenon- 
ius has always relied on heavy doses of shtick to get his 
point across. By the time Nation had morphed into the 
Make-Up, in the mid ’90s, Svenonius and long-time 
bassist/collaborator Michelle Mae were knee deep in an 
ideology that married garage-punk riffs, revved-up R&B 
grooves, and retro-mod black-and-white suits with 
gospel-style proselytizing about a new brand of non-de- 
nominational “liberation theology” and rock-and-roll 
salvation. was ethos that inspired thrilling live 
shows and frustratingly lo-fi studio recordings. And it 
seems even Svenonius and Mae found the trappings of 
the Make-Up restrictive, since they let their hair down 
and evolved into the more diverse Weird War, a band 
who touched on a variety of styles, including R&B, funk, 
and electric blues, on last year’s scattered but promising 
If You Can't Beat ’Em, Bite Em (Drag City). It’s all come to- 
gether on Weird War’s new Illuminated by the Light (Drag 
City), well-produced album that backs 
modfather shtick with greater musical muscle. 

Svenonius hasn’t totally changed his act: a week ago 
Thursday, when Weird War took the stage upstairs the 
Middle East, he was every bit the hip-swiveling punk 
preacherman with the mean falsetto squeal. But what 
stood out was the first-rate outfit his back. Guitarist 
Alex Minoff churned out funky, wiry riffs and played the 
guitar hero without unnecessary noodling. Mae’s thick, 
prominent bass lines propelled the explosive “Girls Like 
That” and “Motorcycle Mongoloid,” and on the latter, her 
icy vocals complemented Svenonius’s over-the-top wail. 
Even Svenonius’s oft-indecipherable between-song ban- 
ter was given musical backing, the band members tin- 
kering with their instruments to create improvised 
soundscapes. It appears that Svenonius has finally met

York noise stalwart Martin Bisi, 
feels less like an adjunct to the 
group’s theatrical live shows than 
an accomplished studio work. It 
adds another bead to their string of 
Brecht interpretations, this time 
the anti-authoritarian “Song of the 
Moldau.” Other outside material 
includes two Slavic folk tunes and a 
spacious arrangement of Erik 
Satie’s third Gnossienne. But the real 
interest lies in guitarist Dan Kauf- 
man’s originals, with tricky time 
signatures that could come out of 
14th-century Macedonia or mid- 
"gos Chicago and are enhanced by 
the unusual control of theremin 
player Pamelia Kurstin.

Blake ar- 
rives from nowhere, rehab probably, mutter- 
ing, stoned, and dressed in pajama bottoms 
with hospital band around his wrist. 
stumbles through a wilderness that seems 
an outtake from Gerry before arriving at a big 
turn-of-the-century pile with impressive 
stonework exteriors and little neglected 
greenhouse in the yard. Inside are falling 
plaster, secondhand furniture. and murky 
landscape paintings. No doubt it’s alla 
metaphor. 

Blake’s not alone: a quartet of half-gassed 
hangers-on (Lukas Haas, Asia Argento, Scott 
Green, Nicole Vicius) loiter about, and the 
phone rings incessantly. Yellow Pages sales- 
man and a pair of Mormons ring the doorbell. 
But he’s seldom acknowledged and mostly 
avoided, and when he’s pursued, say 
(Ricky Jay) hired by “Blackie” (a disembodied 
fill-in for Courtney Love), he’s never found. 
He’s the ghost of his own house, whether 
dining on Cocoa Krispies or Kraft Dinners, 
passing out while wearing slip front 
an MTV broadcast of Boyz II Men’s “Bended 
Knee,” or caressing sleeping visitors with the 
muzzle of a shotgun. “You can leave,” a record 
executive (Kim Gordon of Sonic Youth) tells 
him, offering salvation.

Dead man rocking 


VAN SANT THE LAST DAYS KURT COBAIN 


Why did Kurt Cobain commit suicide? Gus Van 

Sant doesn’t know, he wasn’t there, and he’s 
not going to speculate. Last Days is rich in visual 
information but bare-bones in what it tells you in 
words about the final hours great gui- 
tarist/vocalist, who’s renamed Blake for the movie 
and played by Cobain feel-alike Michael Pitt. 

Van Sant had started this project as a more stan- 
dard screen biography called Kurt. “But trying to ex- 
plain a life would be too much,” he noted at the press 
conference following Last Days’ world premiere at 
Cannes in May. “It would have been just a regular bio- 
pic, nothing special. Then | started hearing things

about Kurt, that he liked macaroni and cheese, and 
that’s more interesting than fights with record com- 
panies over covers.” 

What's seen on screen as Blake wanders 
through a Northwest woods and stumbles through 
his house? “It’s all fiction, because we didn’t really 
have a lot of information. Those days of Cobain are 
lost days; it’s our challenge to make some fiction 
out of it, a poem.” 

And the suicide? “For most of writing the outline 
and the script, | was thinking of what had led up to 
the moment he was found dead. But there wasn’t 
an explanation of that death.” 

Michael Pitt, who was 
among the actors at the press 
conference, endorsed Van 
Sant’s hands-off on motiva- 
tion. “You don’t know. That's 
the nature of suicide. | played 
Blake as though | were remem- 
bering his death, for probably a 
lot of his life he knew he was going to do it.” 

“Everyone has their own idea of who Kurt was 
and what happened,” added Sonic Youth's Kim Gor- 
don, who pops into the movie as a kind of mentor, 
chiding Blake, telling him, “Don't be a statistic.” 
Gordon: “It’s frustrating when you see someone so 
intelligent lose perspective. Kurt had this psychosis 
alienating him from what he wanted. In my scene, | 
felt my character knew what would happen, but you 
can only protect people so much.” 

How much did Pitt, who's stooped and emaciated 
in the movie, try to be like the real Cobain? “Michael 
has bad posture,” Van Sant explained. “It looks al-

ways like he’s carrying something heavy.” Pitt: “! 
changed my diet, knowing the character was a 
junkie. But | didn’t know much about diets, so | just 
ate lettuce and fruit. The whole time | was shooting, 
my stomach was in pain, which was good.” 

Apart from Blake, the most vivid character in 
Last Days is the mammoth house in the woods that 
Blake owns, in which the furniture feels left over 
from the last owner. “I'd bought a 1905 Victorian 
house in my home in Portland, Oregon,” Van Sant 
said, “and that’s where | was when | thought, ‘Mac- 
aroni and cheese.’ | was going to use my house, but | 
sold it. So we looked everywhere for nice houses, big 
houses, old houses. We ended in Harrison, New York, 
with this 1860s home of a railroad baron that was 
coming apart. I'm not sure why, but it was saying 
something about American industry. 

“Even though we were situated in Oregon, 
we all came East quickly. I'm really 
happy we went there, because it 
brought all things together.” 

Was he afraid to put Courtney 
Love into the movie? “Yes, we were 
afraid!” Van Sant joked, then gave a 
more pragmatic reason why we don’t 
see her before the suicide. “As far as 
we know, Courtney wasn’t there, 
though there’s a voice on the phone that could be 
his wife. Courtney did know about this project for 
many years. I'd like her to see the film, though it 
might be too painful and disturbing. 

“I'd been warned about Cobain's family and 
friends, but that’s the interesting part for me, that I'd 
be making a film that was touchy. Drugstore Cowboy 
was touchy. Psycho was a classroom exercise in 
touchy. Roger Ebert said that film never should have 
been made. So touchy is an attraction, though Last 
Days is really more about my interest in someone who 
lived in the Northwest when | lived there, whose story 
says a lot about so many things.”

Alternating between fiction and non- 


fiction throughout a s5o-film career, 


Werner Herzog has spent four decades 


documenting obsession with man 
in nature, the typical result being 


madness. Zak Penn’s Incident at Loch Ness 
(2004) featured Herzog in an elaborate 


parody of his own work, blurring the 


line between the two formats. In com- 


mentary recorded for that film’s DVD 
release, he recalls that his first book 


was Winnie the Pooh and that it remains 


one his favorites. 
Herzog has merged his childhood 


and adult passions in this poetic docu- 


mentary, which is one of his best. 


Timothy Treadwell, who spent 13 sum- 


mers living among grizzlies in the 
Alaskan wilderness, is the latest of 
Herzog’s “holy fools,” but he has less 


in common with Herzog’s “best fiend,” 


Klaus Kinski, than with the director 
himself. As Herzog relates in his dis- 
tinctive German-accented narration, 


capture “the unexpected magic cin- 
ema.” Like Herzog, Treadwell frequently 
turned the camera himself. 

Born Long Island, the former Tim- 
othy Dexter made his way to Malibu, 
losing a role on Cheers to Woody Harrel- 
son (or so he tells it) and descending in- 
to a life of booze and drugs. A master of 
reinvention, he found his calling as

King John Shakespeare Company, American Buffalo the Berkshire Theatre Festival

t’s weird to see two plays in 24 hours and 

have the one by Shakespeare be unfamiliar 

while the other one has you mouthing 

along were scrolling Hamlet’s famed 

soliloquies. But who would stage the rarely 
done King John if not fearless Shakespeare & 
Company honcho Tina Packer, handsome 
production (in rep through September 3) that 
brandishes broadswords and ideas with equal 
brio? Whereas David Mamet's breakout work, 
the 1975 American Buffalo (at Berkshire Theatre 
Festival through August 13), so grabbed the ear 
30 years ago that its scabrous mix of syntacti- 
cally botched, over-reactive male outrage and 
trickled-down American-business precepts is 
imprinted the mind. happens, both 
King John and American Buffalo deal with issues of 
kingpinship and insecure men warring over 
hegemony and loot. 

Monarchy is a thing both fought for and 
shrunk from in King John, an irony not lost in 
Packer’s vigorous staging. As the play begins, at 
the start of the 13th century, John, son of Henry 
Il and Eleanor of Aquitaine (of The Lion in Winter 
fame) and younger brother deceased Richard 
the Lionheart, has just taken the throne. And 
for many in the European political maelstrom, 
“taken” is the operative word. This faction con- 
siders Arthur, the young son of John’s other 
dead elder brother, Geoffrey, the rightful heir. 
But Eleanor has placed John in the catbird seat 
so that she can be the power behind it — in this 
production, Annette Miller’s imperious Eleanor 
occupies a slightly smaller throne behind the 
one warmed by Allyn Burrows'’s pasty John. 

John’s not the only king candidate with a 
forceful mom: Arthur’s maternal advocate, 
Constance, has enlisted French king Philip to 
her cause. The play’s least powermongering 
matriarch is a woman with a past: Lady 
Faulconbridge, whose younger son tumbles in- 
to court in the first scene to sue for his father’s 
estate, claming his big brother is illegitimate. 
Eleanor sees the elder son’s resemblance to the 
womanizing Richard Coeur de Lion and has 
John dub him Sir Richard Plantagenet. This 
strapping militarist, known thereafter the 
Bastard, will become the play’s most colorful 
character and its caustic Hotspur, ever spurn- 
ing peace when “honorable war” do. But 
the most domineering of the play’s “mothers” 
is Mother Church at Rome, whose authority, 
before Henry VIII doffed it in 1533, could not be 
breached John learns his peril. And 
Packer presents in Mel Cobb, as papal legate 
Cardinal Pandulph, a big red kahuna as crafty 
as he is silkily formidable, with more power to 
direct events than either of the kings. 

The forces of John and Philip square off be- 
fore Angiers (whose gaggle of citizen pawns 
are here costumed like Iraqis). But the dis- 
tress of the Bastard, a truce is brokered by way 
of political marriage before Pandulph shows 
up out of nowhere to excommunicate John for 
defying a papal command and order the 
staunchly Catholic Philip to have at him. John 
wins the skirmish, and the terrified young 
Arthur captured. Back home, the king at- 


tempts a Richard III-worthy nephew murder 
but lacks the conscienceless courage of his cor- 
ruption, After Eleanor dies, he falls victim to 
ill judgment, bad timing, portents, and a poi- 
soning monk, without ever getting around to 
the Magna Carta. 

King John, which was probably written 
around 1596, is neither as focused nor as re- 
solved as Shakespeare’s greater histories. Apart 
from a few ringing shots in the arm from the 
Bastard (here a charismatically hawkish Peter 
Macon) and a chilling, condemnatory lament 
by Constance (the strong if one-note Barbara 
Sims), the speechifying is not Shakespeare's 
best. And though the title character is child- 
ish, indecisive, and undefined (the well-spo- 
ken Burrows also gives him a scathing, antic 
side), he’s no delicious villain. Moreover, that 
flamboyant font of patriotic self-advancement, 
the Bastard, keeps upstaging him. Still, 
Packer’s skilled hands, the play proves a rip- 
snorter with a tender heart. 

King John comes to a battle-happy head earli- 
er than many of the histories, and Michael Bur- 
net’s red-lit scenes of combat are thrilling, with 
composer Martin Best bending medizval mo- 
tifs electric guitar and percussion create 
cacophonous din. Perhaps wishing to empha- 
size the terror children caught violent 
confusion war and politics, Packer casts sev- 
eral expressive young women 
as the once-carefree kids: the 
quaking Arthur; the chubby 
young son who will become 
Henry Ill; and Blanche, John’s 
niece, whose marriage to the 
Dauphin places her squarely 
between camps, where, as she 
says, “Each army hatha 
hand,/And in their rage, I hav- 
ing hold of both,/They whirl 
asunder and dismember me.” 

Ashley Bryant presents a 
charmingly girlish Blanche, 
and the agile Susannah Mil- 
lonzi, tossed like sack po- 
tatoes among human tem- 
pests, alternates giddy playful- 
ness with near-frantic fright 
as Arthur, who clings first to 
Constance and then to surro- 
gate parent/jailer Hubert. And 

at the end, after Burrows’s 
white-tunic-clad John has met 
his spasmodic end on a wheel- 
barrow bed in an abbey gar- 
den, Meg Wieder, as young 
Henry, summons a mix of sto- 
icism and sniffles that conveys 
the burden rule young, 
pre-selected shoulders. - 

Nobody comes into any- 
thing by Divine Right in the 
junk-shop fiefdom American 
Buffalo, where the democratic, 
dog-eat-dog precepts of free 
enterprise hold ignoble sway 


lowlifes attempt to advance themselves the 
American way: through the acquisition, by 
whatever means possible, classical 
money.” Proprietor Don Dubrow is chafing 
about a buffalo nickel he probably sold for less 
than its worth and vaguely planning, with 
the aid of neighborhood kid Bobby, whom he’s 
taken under his wing, to get his own back and 
then some. Enter explosive loser and would-be 
bigshot Teach, who wants piece the ac- 
tion. But whatever the worth of the hot coins, 
pull off a heist, it’d be chump change for the 
goofily volatile Teach of Anders Cato’s exem- 
plary BTF staging. He’s Chris Noth, who’s bet- 
ter known as faithless high-roller Mr. Big of 
HBO's Sex and the City. 

Of course, American Buffalo is no more about 
a robbery plot than it is about rare coins. 
That’s pretext for the interaction among the 
characters, whose fragile surrogate family 
gets detonated by their lame, ruthlessly indi- 
vidualistic attempts to grab a piece of the 
American pie. Purporting possess busi- 
ness savvy he considers sacrosanct, Teach 
defines free enterprise, in one of the play’s 
gritty, idiosyncratic arias, as “The 
freedom . . . Of the Individual . . .To Embark 
on Any Fucking Course that he sees Fit. In or- 
der to secure his honest chance to make a

profit.” Without this, he contends, “we’re 
just savage shitheads in the wilderness .. . 
Sitting around some vicious campfire.” Such 
is the stunted, pompously profane poetry of 
Mamet before he became an affected arch- 
minimalist and guru of rhythmically intoned 
zombie acting. 

Of the BTF trio, Jim Frangione is the old- 
school Mamet vet. You know from his first ut- 
terance that he’s fluent in Mamet-speak. 
Looking like a younger Dennis Franz (who 
played the role in the 1996 film), clad in string 
tie and saggy brown pants, his feet atop the 
metal desk from which he presides over Don’s 
grimy detritus-stocked cage of an enterprise 
(designed by Carl Sprague), Frangione pro- 
vides terse counterpoint to Noth’s sexy alpha- 
asshole of a Teach and succor to Sean Nelson’s 
babe-in-the-deadbeat-woods Bob, a troubled 
kid whose downfall is that he thinks the other 
two know whereof they speak. Nelson, who 
reprises his role from the film, is so watchful 
and clueless that he sometimes seems more 
amateur actor than amateur crook. But Noth 
commands the stage from the moment his 
wounded, pontificating swaggerer of a Teach 
hits it, the picture of offended agitation, 
drowning in testosterone, parading in poly- 
ester, his good looks framed bad sideburns. 
He may not be Mr. Big, but he’s big. ©

I first learned of Dave Cole’s work years ago 
when a friend insisted I visit his Web site. I 
don’t like to “see” an artist’s work on screen. 
Not only is it like getting a kiss through ter- 
rycloth, but it sets up misleading expectations. 
anyway, and was memorable event. 
At the time, Cole was knitting a scarf — for his 
house. He’d rigged heavy machinery to two 
telephone polls that served as knitting needles 
(“Drop a stitch and lose your life,” I recall from 
his Web page), and his approach was dead- 
pan were sitting rocking chair 
with wad yarn his lap. Not long after, 
Cole, who hails from Providence, contributed 
to the DeCordova Museum’s annual showcase 
of New England artists a Godzilla-sized one-ton 
teddy bear made pink fiberglass. 

Cole continues that spirit with two more 
diminutive but less iconoclastic pieces the 
current group show the Judi Rotenberg 
Gallery. This time, the teddy bear’s bigger 
than Cuisinart, but he’s made woven 
strands lead whose braids resemble dark lin- 
guini. Although the arms and legs bend slight- 
ly, it’s still hefty creature; holding reminds 
you how diamonds are formed. Cole’s other 
three-dimensional work first looks like scrap-

py American flag but on inspec- 
tion turns out to have been fash- 
ioned from battalions of plastic 
toy soldiers. Some take aim, oth- 
ers engage in hand-to-hand com- 
bat, still others melt into their 
fellow combatants, all under a 
gaudy overlay of red, white, and 
blue paint. Toy store meets Hi- 
eronymus Bosch. Cole is to his 
installations and sculpture what 
Lenny Bruce was to the stage. 

From distance, Stacy Quak- 
enbush’s Beauty Marks suggests a 
desiccated riverbed. irregular 
pattern five raised vertical 
lines courses from the top to the 
bottom of her 49x39 frame like 
the veiny traces where water 
once coursed. fact, Quaken- 
bush’s material is a sheet of in- 
dustrial-grade lead that she ap- 
plied the surface paved 
street. By gently hammering the 
supple metal onto the macadam, 
she’s created impression 
the designed and random ground 
—in the channels between the 
vertical lines you can make out 
occasional patterns geometric 
forms where she appears have 
hit on a grate or a manhole cover. 
Acouple of striations on the sur- 
face of the lead have begun to oxidize, and that 
makes for delicate patina burnt orange; the 
faint color combines with the fan-like vertical 
lines to suggest a dying leaf. Beauty Marks is both 
delicate and rough, found and deliberate, an- 
cient and new, an engrossing, understated cel- 
ebration of the contradictory. 

The somber grays and bullet-riddled topog- 
raphy Stephen Sheffield’s three black-and- 
white photos also suggest lead, but 
there’s no mistaking his subject matter, a nar- 
row view lake pond rain inflects its 
surface. The frames may be small (12x16) and 
their content commonplace, but the artist cre- 
ates spiritual overcast, part through the 
small band within each image where the 
falling rain is allowed to come into focus. The 
foregrounds are hazy and relatively dark, the 
backgrounds limitless gray sky. Sandwiched 
between sliver tumultuous, molten clar- 
ity where the water erupts and ripples. the 
poem that begins, “After great pain, formal 
feeling comes,” Emily Dickinson writes, “This 
is the Hour of Lead — /Remembered, if out- 
lived, /As Freezing persons, recollect the Snow 
/First Chill then then the let- 
ting Sheffield’s masterful eye would 
have witness those stages. 

You’d think that for its dark, cavernous 
emptiness trainless tunnel somewhere 
the Boston subway system — Sean Keenan's 
black-and-white Tunnel photo would pack 
the despair Sheffield’s water marks, but 
does such thing. Beginning with the size 
the picture, 40x40, Tunnel announces it- 
self not wistful whisper but gleeful 
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shout. In this overexposed image, which was 
taken without flash and unmanipulated, 
lights grace the tunnel’s walls like lanterns. 
Sinewy tracks curve up from the foreground 
left and right; they wrap around a single sup- 
port column in the middle of the picture, and 
the area that includes the top half of the col- 
umn along with the arched ceil to either 
side is the one place where the i 
ens. The obscurity and the cor 
ments of the dark foreground lead your eye to 
a lofty place where the pressure of gravity at 
the juncture of column and ceiling poses no 
threat. Instead, that area corresponds with 
the level of the most distant lights, which cast 
a heart-shaped pattern of shadows. It’s a 
stolen glimpse at secret urban beauty. 

Jacob Kulin’s Linear Movement is a wall- 
mounted triptych of rectangular glass plates 
affixed vertically to three strips of polished 
zebra wood. Kulin varies the angle at which 
some of the aquamarine plates fit into the 
wood (with their rounded edges and uni- 
form 18-inch length, they look like bath- 
room shelves), giving the piece a self-con- 
scious playfulness. 

Playfulness gets a little edgier with Donna 
Rosenthal’s grid of nine 12-inch dresses made 
out of vintage Wonder Woman comic books 
and suspended like plants from curved hang- 
ers. With their pleated bodices and crenellat- 
ed skirts, the dresses themselves are meticu-

and a recurring stenciled number (5003) form 
the backdrop to the visage, along with a 
newspaper clipping that refers to Iraq in its 
headline and the figure of a soldier in a gas 
mask who appears to be spraying mace. All 
the imagery and the color is packed into the 
upper half of the frame; the lower half is a 
flat wash of gray into which elements from 
above appear to be melting. Turmoil and con- 
fusion, violence and rupture — in short, the 
stuff of war — ride over this emptiness. 

Rounding out the show are two expression- 

istic and colorful oil paintings by LaVaughn 
Jenkins, an abstract cityscape in oranges and 
greens by Anthony Falcetta, a delicate mixed- 
media rose in silhouette by Anne Beresford, a 
video installation by Mary Ellen Strom, abstract 
paintings by Jennifer Amadeo-Holl, Anne 
Gilley, and John Provenzano, a delightful oil- 
and-mixed-media piece by Patricia Jo Peacock, 
and two seascapes by David Kupferman. ©

‘JEWISH WOMEN AND THEIR BOSTON COLLEGE; ‘ANSEL THE MFA 


Gertrude Stein's picture-laden flat in Paris was a famous 


salon for Cubist and experimental art and literature in 


the early years of the 20th century. Stein was a jewish expatriate, 


lesbian, and radical writer with a way-ahead-of-her-times 


haircut, and her talent as a conversationalist (later paired with 


companion Alice B. Toklas’s skills as a cook) nurtured artistic 


geniuses from Pablo Picasso to Ernest Hemingway. As it turns 


out, she’s only the most famous of an impressive number of 
smart and chatty Jewish women who wielded their drawing 
rooms like tools of revolution, influencing new art, music, 
philosophy, theater, literature, and social change from the 


1780s in Berlin to the 1950s in Los Angeles. Opening at Boston 


College’s McMullen Museum on August 22, “THE POWER OF 
CONVERSATION: JEWISH WOMEN AND THEIR SALONS” 
brings 14 women to life through portraits, musical scores, 
paintings, furniture, film, and even an audio guide that re- 
creates their passionate conversation. 

Salons flourished in a period in which neither Jews nor 
women had much access to education and profession or 
artistic and political influence. Fanny Mendelssohn Hensel 
(sister of Felix Mendelssohn, and a gifted pianist and com- 


poser in her own right) welcomed Niccolo Paganini and Clara 


Schumann to her Berlin mansion in the mid 19th century.

No one captures the physical grandeur of the American 
landscape like Ansel Adams, and a majestic exhibition of his 
photographic career opens at the Museum of Fine Arts on Au- 
gust 21. “ANSEL ADAMS” is the last in a series of three major 
one-man exhibitions drawn from the MFA’s outstanding trove 
of 20th-century paintings and photography, the Lane Collec- 
tion. Spanning the artist's output from the 1920s through the 
1970s, the show will be arranged chronologically, opening with 
Wind, Juniper Tree, Yosemite (1919), which he created when he 
was just 17. Rarely exhibited photographs will be seen along 
with the iconic images that made Adams famous.

n the Cartoon Network, a quiet rev- 
olution taking place. Airing from 
@ 11 pm to 6 am every night except 
Friday, the Adult Swim program- 

ming block aside from being de- 
signed for insomniacs and the unemployed 
seems nothing short cultural phe- 
nomenon. That coveted 18-to-34 demographic 
is not only the main audience but the creative 
force behind Adult Swim. Which makes it 
one of the smartest, freshest, and most con- 
sistently hip line-ups on TV. Some of the ear- 
liest Adult Swim shows — Harvey Birdman and 
Sealab 2021 — were recycled from failed Hanna- 
Barbara cartoons. Characters whom the core 
audience already knew and loved from child- 
hood were retooled, recut, and redubbed with 
current references and lewd innuendo. And 
though cheap animation and raunchy jokes 
aren’t exactly novel, Adult Swim has set itself 
apart from similar shows via bleaker settings 
and adult humor. (That’s “adult” as in jokes 
about small-town government bureaucrats, 
not explosive diarrhea.) As on South Park, how- 
ever, the fun is largely reference-centric, rely- 
ing on the audience’s pop-culture knowledge. 

Some Adult Swim’s best shows began 
elsewhere. The axed Fox series Futurama and 
Family Guy found life after cancellation through 
impressive DVD sales and repeats the Car- 
toon Network, which gave them the promo- 
tion and the audience that Fox never had. Os- 
tensibly about a dysfunctional Rhode Island 
family nod creator Seth MacFarlane’s 
New England upbringing), Family Cuy episodes 
are just flimsily constructed plot lines that 
facilitate brutally funny rapid-fire non se- 
quiturs. The humor is sharp to the point of be- 
ing jagged, and one spared the writers’ 
pitchforks: celebrities, minorities, even net- 
works — especially Fox, which saw the error 
its ways and has since revived the show. 

Although the bulk Adult Swim’s week- 
night line-up made Family Guy re- 
peats and Japanese anime imports, the true 
gold lies the homegrown material. 
what seems nod much the Cartoon 
Network’s limited budget as to its audience’s 
limited attention span, all Adult 
original programs run about minutes, 
half the length ordinary sit-com. Per- 
haps the hottest series right now rookie 
sensation Robot Chicken, stop-motion free- 
for-all that’s just concluded its first season 
(but can be found in repeats). 

Whereas Family Guy camouflages its side- 
tracks with story lines, Robot Chicken makes no 
such pretense. In the operiing sequence, the 
title creature is strapped to a chair, his eyes 
are propped open, and he’s forced watch 
fuzzy television whose channels are constant- 
flipping. It’s apt simulation how you

feel watching the show’s non-stop parody 
parade play out, an army of vintage action 
figures (from G.I. Joe to Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtles) standing for Claymation models 
and spoofing shows and films both old and 
new. But an easy target doesn’t necessarily 
make for an unfunny joke. One of Robot 
Chicken’s better bits has ’N Sync’s Joey Fatone 
avenging his band mates’ deaths the hands 
of heartless yakuza in “Revenge of the Fat 
One.” And since the show was created by 
Family the Vampire Slayer alumnus Seth 
Green, many Young Hollywooders notably 
Ashton Kutcher and Sarah Michelle Gellar — 
stop lend their voices and take jabs 
themselves. recent episode, Brecken 
Meyer stormed off the set, dissatisfied with 
his lines and screaming, “I was in Garfield, 
motherfuckers!” 

Where Robot Chicken leaves off, the cyber- 
netic turkey picks up. He’s one of the dozens 
of villains who plague the world of Aqua Teen 
Hunger Force, a trio of oversized food items that 
live the New Jersey suburbs and fight 
least they did for the first couple 
episodes. From there, seems the creators 


realized that the fun wasn’t watching 
Master Shake (a giant, pink-strawed frappe), 
Meatwad (a childlike lump of hamburger), 
and Frylock (a box of French fries with laser 
vision) things was watching them 
do nothing. Sort of a cartoon version of Seinfeld, 
with more mummies. ATHF watches as ran- 
dom supernatural troubles — like alien inva- 
sions or evil sandwiches — befall our “heroes,” 
who then try to rid themselves of their prob- 
lem in as few steps as possible, damaging as 
much property necessary the process. 
Of course, this is Adult Swim, so the 
aliens aren’t your normal lanky gray Mar- 
tians. No, the “Mooninites” of the Aqua 
Teens’ world look like pixelly Space Invader 
video-game rejects, and they don’t want to 
be taken to your leader — they just need you 
the convenience store and cash their 
uncle’s unemployment check so they can 
buy porn. And though the Aqua Teens are 
superheroes, would inaccurate call 
their nemeses supervillains. Pathetic adver- 
like Mothmonsterman don’t possess 
that kind power intelligence. The only 
one who seems to have a clue is the Teens’ 


neighbor and landlord, wifebeater-and- 
sweatpants-clad white guy Carl. Unfortu- 
nately, Carl is helpless to stop any of the 
proceedings, and he’s made to watch week 
after week as the chaos next door spills into 
his yard, destroying his pool, his car, and 
his life. Although he’s not an entirely inno- 
cent bystander, you have to feel for the guy 
as the Teens accidentally decapitate him and 
graft his head onto the corpse of an elderly 
black man. After a sluggish first season, 
word of mouth and massive DVD sales 
turned Aqua Teen Hunger Force into a must-see, 
and a merchandising juggernaut to boot, 
inspiring action figures, plush toys, and 
other things that, y’know, normal cartoons 
are associated with. 

Not every Adult Swim show is so beloved. 
In fact, some are downright maligned by ter- 
ritorial fans just itching to start up a fresh 
on-line petition. far the most bizarre and 
polarizing entry is the fledgling Tom Goes to the 
Mayor. A low-budget synthesis of live action 
and computer animation (which came about 
“because we had no money or artistic ability,” 
according to 30ish series co-creator Tim Hei- 
decker), it tells the tale of the small town of 
Jefferton through the idiotic follies of the 
show’s namesakes, Tom being a relatively 
well-meaning, idea-filled citizen and the 
Mayor being, well, a jackass. Despite inven- 
tive story lines (including one where the 
Mayor attempts protect Jefferton’s children 
by placing bear traps all over town) and high- 
profile cameos (Jack Black and Jeff Goldblum), 
the show has been slow to catch on. 

“We deliberately intended the town and the 
people of the town to be as ugly and sad as can 
be,” Heidecker told me via e-mail when I asked 
him about Tom’s esthetic. “It may be an exag- 
geration, but it seems to us that that’s what a 
lot of America sort of looks like. We grew up in 
small towns that have lost their identity and 
have been taken over by franchises, highways, 
and outside interests. And the people these 
towns have, for the most part, just settled for 
it. We take great care in the backgrounds, 
making sure they are littered with duck tape, 
bad signage, soot, and dust on everything. 
We've gotten lots of e-mails from people that 
say, ‘Have you been to my town? Jefferton is 
just like the shithole I live in.’” 

Rome wasn’t built in a day, and neither 
was South Park, Springfield, or Jefferton. If 
Tom’s deadpan humor really is the next step 
in cartoon evolution, it'll take viewers time 
to warm up to it. But warm they will. Adult 
Swim has generational appeal beyond just the 
beer-pong crowd. the children He-Man 
and Optimus Prime are growing up, packing 
our bags, moving on. . . and we're taking 
the toons withus. ©

Bret Easton Ellis’s Hamlet complex

LUNAR PARK 


BY BRET EASTON ELLIS | ALFRED A. KNOPF |

Like all satirists, Bret Easton Ellis isa 
moralist. His coked-up, empty- headed LA 
kids (Less Than Zero) and Wall Street serial 
killer (American Psycho) are examples of what 
happens to a society that breakfasts on 
pharmaceuticals, lunches on celebrity, and 
dines on whatever it fancies. That critics 
mistook psycho Patrick Bateman’s murders 
as entertainment rather than indictment 
says it all. 

Ellis didn’t just write these books; he 
seemed to be auditioning for a role in 
them. He conducted his first interviews at 
pricy restaurants lubricated by vodka, trav- 
eled on tour with a bodyguard (after Ameri- 
can Psycho there were death threats), and 
flitted through glossy magazines amid ru- 
mors hard drug use and flamboyant sex- 
ual escapades. It sometimes seemed he 
was becoming ripe for a savaging by Bret 
Easton Ellis. 

Now, when he’s 41, this has come to 
pass. Lunar Park is a novel about a novelist 
named Bret Easton Ellis who has washed 
up on the rocky shores of middle age with a 
faltering career, lingering drug habits, a 
son who will not accept him as his father, 
and some unresolved feelings about his 
own paterfamilias, who died mysteriously 
(was he murdered?) in a welter of debt. 
What begins with the look of an autobio- 
graphical prologue (“When I was a student 
at Camden College in New Hampshire I 
took a novel-writing tutorial and produced 
during the winter of 1983 a manuscript that 
eventually became Less Than Zero”) soon 
shifts into Roth-like meta-fiction. Lunar 
Park set generic American city, where 
Ellis lives with his family Elsinore Lane, 
and it’s planted with allusions Hamlet. 
There’s a club called Fortinbras, and Ellis’s 
father even makes a night-time appearance 
to his son. Except that he has come to 
scold. want you realize some things 
about yourself,” the specter says by cell 
phone. “I want you to face the disaster 
that is Bret Easton Ellis.” 

Lunar Park may be a prurient and fascinat- 
ing literary exorcism, but it’s no Shake- 
spearean tragedy. Hamlet’s father was mur- 
dered, and if Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
had not been so ineffective, he would have 
been as well. The fictional Bret Easton Ellis 
faces similar threats, only they’re phantoms 
of his well-sozzled cranium. If he could lay 
off the Xanax or cocaine or half-bottles of 
Ketel One, he might just have the clarity to 
face his demons. 

Or perhaps it’s not just the drugs talk- 
ing. After all, as Ellis (the character) de- 
scribes, there copycat murderer the 
lam modeling himself Patrick Bateman, 
and young man floating around the col- 
lege where Ellis (the character) teaches 


who calls himself Clayton (after the protago- 
nist in Less Than Zero). This young man later 
morphs into Bateman, and from him into El- 
lis’s father. It is not just this novel that is an 
exorcism, Ellis suggests, but writing itself. 
For a writer, fantasy is reality — even in the 
real world. 

Ellis has happier time playing this 
postmodern game of literary three-card 
monte here than American Psycho. The early 
sections of Lunar Park are cluttered with real- 
life people (or their personas), from Ellis’s edi- 
tor at Knopf to fellow Brat Pack novelist Jay 
McInerney (the character Ellis refers to him as 
“the Jayster”), who does lines off the hood of 
Ellis’s Porsche with a rolled $20 bill. Perhaps 
fétes with Bret involve such activities, or per- 
haps he’s commenting on a literary world 
where such off-the-books-page antics have be- 
come the main show and the work itself is al- 
most an afterthought. Lunar Park, like all of El- 
lis’s novels, attempts to report and reflect this 
state of affairs. But it’s a thin bailiwick. Who 
besides Ellis (the real one) can appreciate the 
extent to which he has been distorted? To 
judge by the tears its main character sheds 
throughout, this novel is an apology, Ellis 
(the character? the man?) admitting he is in 
part to blame. ©

years. And unlike a host of office jobs, building, 
wiring, and plumbing are hardly tasks that can be 
outsourced overseas. 

Even if you've never picked up a hammer, you 
can apply to a number of quality educational pro- 
grams, provided you have a high-school diploma 
(or equivalency degree) and (in some cases) can 
pass the required math test. Although the compe- 


Students in the one-year 
modern-carpentry program 
learn modern structures and 
materials. Instruction spans 

projects ranging from platform-framing an entire- 
ly new structure to remodeling existing spaces. 
“The scope of the training is better than what 
you would get on the job working for someone,” 
says Delaney. “If you work for a contractor — par- 
ticularly early on — you usually end up working 
only on specific types of projects, carrying a lot of 
lumber and sheet rock. it is no fun and doesn't re- 


ally teach you anything. About half of our pro- 
gram is spent out in the field working on real 
contracting jobs — such as building a three-story 
addition with a deck.” 

Meanwhile, in the two-year preservation- 
carpentry program, students learn the tools and 
skills used in structures built prior to 1850. The 
emphasis is on historic preservation — including 
how to preserve and, when necessary, reconstruct 
original materials. 

Preservation-carpentry students spend a major 
portion of the program working on projects for lo- 
cal nonprofit organizations — including muse- 
ums, historical societies, and Historic New Eng- 
land (formerly the Society for the Protection of 
New England Antiquities). 

Tuition for both programs is roughly $14,000. 


APPRENTICESHIPS 
WITH LOCAL UNIONS 


Given the necessity of hands-on learning, ap- 
prenticeships through local unions are another 
great way to learn the building trades. 

For example, the Pipefitters Local 537 Train- 
ing Center accepts about 60 people a year into its 
five-year apprenticeship program. 

Apprentices — most of whom are in their 20s — 
attend classes two nights a week and up to five Sat- 
urdays a year from April to September. There, they 
learn the ins and outs of installing, maintaining, 
and repairing many different types of pipe systerns 
for residential, commercial, and public buildings. 

To gain experience out in the field, the appren- 
tices are employed by union contractors on jobs 
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ranging from new construction to remodeling 
work to process piping for pharmaceutical plants 
On a project, apprentices will typically have five 
journeymen responsible for training them. 

Over the five years of their training, apprentices 
will work a minimum of 6000 hours. In addition to 
gaining valuable experience, they will earn 4o to 85 
percent of the union wage for their efforts, depend- 
ing on how far along they are in the program. (Ini 
tial book fees cost about $400, and apprentices will 
spend another $100 on books over the five years. Af 
ter a six-month probationary period, apprentices 
are initiated into the local union for approximately 
$90. Monthly dues are about $31. 

The benefits of apprenticing with the union 
are substantial. In addition to receiving a solid 
education and wages, apprentices enjoy excel- 
lent health and pension benefits. 

“In today’s workplace the opportunity to re- 
ceive an education while working — and while also 
receiving good health-care benefits and building a 
protected retirement benefit — is hard to come by, 
to say the least,” says James L. Walsh, training co- 
ordinator for the Pipefitters Local 537 Training Cen- 
ter. “The building-trade unions are still a viable 
place to receive those types of benefits.” 


ONE-STOP SHOPPING 


At the Gould Construction Institute, students will 
find classroom and apprenticeship training for 25 
different trades, including construction, carpentry, 
electrical, HVAC, masonry, plumbing, and roofing. 

Offered at 10 locations throughout Massachu- 
setts, the four-year programs require students to at- 
tend classes for 150 hours a year. Students also work 
as apprentices on both private and public jobs. Tu- 
ition is less than $1000 a year for all programs. 

According to Barbara A. Lagergren, executive 
director of the Gould Construction Institute, the 
number of applications to the school’s programs 
is rising by about two percent a year. 

She credits the increased interest to the public's 
growing realization that “people who love to work 
with their hands are getting paid well to do it.” 

“And it’s not just a job anymore. It’s a career,” 
Lagergren continues. “There’s a lot of advance- 
ment in the construction industry, such as be- 
coming a project manager or an estimator. When 
you talk to people who own very successful con- 
struction companies, you'll find that they, too, 
started in the field and worked their way up.” ©

their parents’ buck. Most people here are really 
passionate about what they're doing. It’s nice to 
be in that environment.” 


SEWN 


Like Glover and Rathbone, Jessamy Kilcollins also 
came to art school after attending a more-tradi- 
tional college. While studying creative writing at 
Goddard College, in Vermont, she started to sew. 
The hobby soon led her to transfer to Massachu- 
setts College of Art, the only publicly supported 
free-standing college of visual art in the country. 

A junior fiber-arts major (part of the Fine Arts 
3-D Department, which includes weaving, paper- 
making, soft sculpture, and textiles), Kilcollins 
praises the collaborative community at MassArt. 

“We feed off each other,” she says of the 
roughly 1400 undergrads. Degrees offered include 
bachelor of fine arts (BFA), master of fine arts 
(MFA), and master of science in art education; 
MassArt also has certificate programs. Courses 
of study range from environmental design to 
performing arts, critical studies to 2-D fine arts. 

“There’s something to be said about it being a 
state art school,” Kilcollins says. “A lot of us 
couldn't afford to go to a private art school. Peo- 
ple here are down-to-earth and come from all 
different backgrounds.” 


SUCH FAMILY 


A small private school founded in the ’6os, 
Montserrat College of Art, in Beverly, offers a 
BFA, as well as diploma programs with concen- 
trations in fine arts, graphic design, illustration, 
painting and drawing, photography, printmak- 
ing, and sculpture. 

“It’s such a small school, you get so many op- 
portunities,” says Emily Pardoe, a junior study- 
ing sculpture. “It’s such a family. 

“You have to have passion for art,” Pardoe 
continues, describing what makes a successful 
art-school student. “You have to be someone able 
to look at other artists for inspiration. You have 
to be really willing to work hard. You have to be 
constantly working.” 


GRAPHICALLY INCLINED 


In high school, the only thing Shaun Stanwood 
wanted to work at was art. He finished up at 
the Art Institute of Boston at Lesley University 
(AIB) in December and now works at a design 
firm in town. 

“I think what I learned at AIB is how to take 
an ability, a skill in being visually creative, and 
translate that into something that’s applicable,” 
says Stanwood. 

AIB offers BFA, MFA, post-baccalaureate, 
certificate, and diploma programs. There are 
about 565 undergrads. As a result of AIB's 1998 
merger with Lesley University, its students 
have access to expanded educational opportuni- 
ties. And the school emphasizes community, 
promoting dialogue over lectures, collaboration 
over competition. 

“I’ve noticed,” remarks Stanwood, “that a lot 
of kids who didn’t feel in place in high school re- 
ally feel like they found their home in art school.” 


MORE LIFE 


Like AIB, the New England School of Art and De- 
sign at Suffolk University (NESADSU) is an art 
school within a major university. 

Marg Dion graduated from NESADSU in the 
‘70s, started teaching a history-of-furniture-and- 
architecture course there in the '8o0s, and besides 
running a business, is now pursuing her mas- 
ter’s in interior design. 

“One of the strengths of the school,” she 
says, “is that everyone is a practicing profession- 
al. We know the real world because we’re out 
there every day.” NESADSU attracts an older 
group, according to Dion, “and there are people 
here from all walks of life.” The school offers 
three main programs of study, in interior de- 
sign, graphic design, and fine arts. No matter 
where someone decides to go to art school, “it’s 
acommitment.... You're not necessarily going 
to make a million dollars,” says Dion. “You just 
have to realize that there’s more to get out of life 
than just money.” ®

ARTISTS FOR HUMANITY 

100 WEST SECOND STREET 

SOUTH BOSTON (completed 2004) 

It’s the first Thursday in August, sunny and 75 
degrees outside. Inside the Artists for Humani- 
ty (AFH) building — which rises on South 
Boston’s streets amid a mail-truck parking lot, 
an RCN cable building, and a warehouse — 
daylight pours in through a wall of windows, 
illuminating the rooms. The temperature 
cool, though we’re sitting the AFH 
doesn’t have air-conditioning, and employees 
turn on the lights only once they’ve raised the 
window shades as far as they can go. 

the third floor the lofty building, about 
25 teenagers mill around easels in a large open 
space. Sixteen-year-old Savannah Macay setting 
up a five-foot-long piece of wood, on which she 
plans paint lion’s head with long mane. 
She’s working on the north side of the building, 
which affords the best “artist’s light,” AFH 
founder Susan Rodgerson informs me. 

Macay, who lives South Boston and 
attends Brighton High School, is one of more 
than 100 inner-city teens who get paid pro- 
duce art (something even many professional 
artists can’t claim). They work the wood- 
and-metal shop, create silkscreen T-shirts and 
handbags, take and develop photographs, and 
design and sew their own clothing. Some proj- 
ects they for themselves, others they gener- 
ate for AFH customers. Last month, AFH ex- 
hibition opened Logan Airport.

its roof (the most of any building in Boston); 
fly-ash concrete (fly ash, a byproduct of coal 
mining, is toxic unless it’s encased in con- 
crete); and comprehensive recycling pro- 
gram that deals not only in separating 
garbage, but in creating art out of used mate- 
rials (such as the car windshields that replace 
guardrails in AFH’s reception hall). 

Rodgerson who expects the building’s 
green innovations, completed in 2004, to 
shave close to $60,000 from her bills this year 
had difficult time selling her idea. Now, 
she says, “It’s becoming mainstream. Young 
people are saying, ‘No, we’re not going to buy 
your crappy condos for a million dollars unless 
it’s this way.’... We can only hope this is go- 
ing to be a sea change, and that depends on 
young people.” 


MAVERICK GARDENS 
45 BORDER STREET | EAST BOSTON 
(under construction) 


From the roof the completed Maverick Land- 
ing apartments (one phase larger housing- 


development process), Boston’s skyline is post- 
card-perfect on the other side of the harbor. 
The new apartment-townhouse complex, lo- 
cated across the street from LoPresti Park in 
East Boston, looks sleek and modern; it’s not 
immediately identifiable affordable hous- 
ing. Nor does it jump out as a green building. 

In fact, it is both. Inside the brand-new 
apartments, find recessed fluorescent 
lighting, an air-handling system, and ener- 
gy-efficient appliances. And there’s more 
see on the roof than the beautiful view — an 
array of solar panels angle up to catch the 
sun, pumping energy into a generator that 
heats hot water and provides some of the 
building’s electricity. 

“Until recently, felt and 
affordable’ [was an] oxymoron,” said Bart 
Harvey, chief executive officer of the Enter- 
prise Foundation, which is providing $75 mil- 
lion for additional projects the state like 
Maverick Landing. (Enterprise recently joined 
MassHousing, Bay State organization that 
helps low-income earners, and the Massachu-

setts Technology Collaborative, a quasi-public 
institution, to build more environmentally 
sustainable housing in the state.) 

Not only can the words “green” and 
“affordable” coexist, but they’re especially 
important when taken together. Boston has 
some of the worst asthma rates in the country, 
and economically disadvantaged, minority 
children like those who might qualify 
live at Maverick Landing — are often the 
most vulnerable. 


SPECTACLE ISLAND BOSTON HARBOR 
(under construction) 

From the 1920s until 1959, the city of Boston 
dumped enough garbage on Spectacle Island 
to enlarge it by 30 acres. In the early 1990s, 
developers used excavated materials from 
the Big Dig to cap the landfill, and installed 
walls prevent toxic materials from leak- 
ing into the harbor. 

Soon, the island will open to the public 
as a showcase for renewable technologies. Solar 
panels will power the zero-emission island, 
and “gray” sink water will be reused for land- 
scaping (Gillette Stadium does the same thing). 


HARVARD GREEN CAMPUS 
INITIATIVE HARVARD UNIVERSITY 
(ongoing) 
At Harvard University, it’s not just a green 
building — it’s a green campus. Officially 
launched in 2001, the Harvard Green Cam- 
pus Initiative (HGCI) is a student-faculty- 
staff collaboration that addresses everything 
from recycling to energy conservation to sus- 
tainable building. And in 2004, university 
president Lawrence Summers approved a set 
of campus-wide sustainability principles 
that will inform the institution’s controver- 
sial expansion into Allston and the future. 

Much of the initiative’s success — recy- 
cling rates are up, and greenhouse-gas emis- 
sions are down — is the result of teaching 
new behaviors, says Leith Sharp, a native 
Australian who helped launch Harvard's 
green-campus project. Through public-edu- 
cation campaigns, students were urged 
turn off lights and computers they 
in use. By working closely with environmen- 
tal engineers, campus designers grew famil- 
iar with green-building codes. There’s been 
a “groundswell of involvement,” Sharp says, 
that “will really allow the institution to in- 
novate in a really significant way for Boston 
and really the world. 

“If our universities cannot grapple with 
this, given their intellectual might,” she 
adds, “then who will, and who can?” ©

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Rib report 


BBQ Town, Village Smokehouse, and Blue-Ribbon Bar-B-Q 


Calvin Trillin once compared eating ribs cooked 
by white people to going to a non-Jewish in- 
ternist: “It’s not wrong on the face of it, but it 
shows poor attention the percentages.” This 
week we sample two rib joints run by white 
people and one run by Latinos. Despite the per- 
centages, it’s still not wrong on the face of it, 
and we were in the right most of the time. 

To start with the most unusual, BBQ TOWN 
is in a Latino section of Roslindale between 
Forest Hills and Roslindale Square, but has a 
fully multicultural menu and clientele. It is 
in some ways the most suitable-looking joint of 
the three. The wood floors, chairs, and tables 
(all seven of them in a large room) are beat to 
heck. The paneling on the wall is painted to 
look like distressed knotty pine, but is actual- 
fairly distressed its own. The atmos- 
phere is entirely mellow, however, with fami- 
lies and babies and teenage groups ordering 
and eating taking out relaxed way. 

The décor includes real cacti, quasi-Navajo 
paintings, US presidents one through 18 in 
small portraits, photos from and movie 
Westerns, news photos of black sailors and 
soldiers from World War II, a portrait of Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., and, well... you name it. 

The menu has fried fish and chicken, pas- 
ta, pizzas, a Greek chicken wrap, salads, and 
standard barbecue items, cheap. A rib dinner 
($8.95) is a big quarter-rack of pork ribs, with 
some smoke and average barbecue sauce. The 
cornbread is a little sweet, but side dishes in- 
clude such Latin specialties as tostones 


fe 


Town, Roslindale, has fully multicultural menu and clientele. 


(twice-fried plantains) and rice and beans. 
The former are a pretty good job, especially 
when you add a little hot sauce. The latter 
feature good, juicy yellow rice, but rather 
bland black beans. Soul-food side orders such 
as collard greens and green beans were exact- 
ly as we expected them, overdone and a little 
salty and sour. Macaroni and cheese is 
chrome-yellow and just as starchy-rich as 
anyone could want. Candied sweet potatoes 
are extremely sweet. Beef ribs ($8.95) held a 
little more smoke than the pork ribs. 

The fisherman’s platter ($13.95) was a fine 
assortment of fried haddock, a few shrimp 
($10.95/platter), calamari, a few scallops, and 
rather good French fries. A pulled-pork sand- 
wich ($6.25) was nice and juicy, probably the 
most authentic bit of barbecue, as Carolina 
pulled pork isn’t very smoky in its classic form. 

BBQ Town has desserts, which the bread 
pudding ($2.35) with caramel sauce is both the 
most traditional and the best. Boston cream 
pie ($2.25) was surprisingly good, as was a slice 
of chocolate cake ($2.25). The cheesecake ($2.25) 
was a thin slice, but who can eat cheesecake 
top barbecue? 

stopped the VILLAGE SMOKEHOUSE 
which I first reviewed in 1987, when it opened 
because another publication declared that 
had the best ribs Boston. seriously doubt- 
this; when reviewed it, the ribs weren’t 
smoked at all, but precooked and then finished 
open grill the sauce would burn on. 
That’s about the definition white-boy ribs,

and while I never refuse spareribs, it’s the least- 
authentic and least-effective style, to my taste. 

It’s also extremely popular style. When 
l arrived on a weekday evening, there was a 
25-minute wait for a seat. I could see that the 
open grill was still being used in the same 
awful way, so I settled for a take-out order of 
the largest assortment, “The Texas Hawg” 
($19.95). This delivered a large beef rib (indi- 
vidually $15.95, or $17.95/“Texas size”), a good 
pile of baby-back ribs ($17.95/$19.95), some 
beef brisket ($12.95), a leg quarter of barbecue 
chicken ($13.95), and most of a Texas sausage 
($8.95). The latter is an oversize and somewhat 
garlicky Italian sausage, and best suited for 
the grill-burn technique. The beef rib holds 
the most smoke, as usual, but still not much. 
The chicken was decent, and the spareribs a 
little better than decent. For sides, the beans 
are too sweet and the slaw is a little too limp. 

There are desserts, bar appetizers, steaks, 
fish, fajitas, and actual beer at the Village 
Smokehouse, but I still can’t endorse naming 
a restaurant “smokehouse” and serving un- 
smoked ’cue. The atmosphere certainly is 
nice: country music, Texas souvenirs, a 
branding iron, black tin ceiling, cowboy pic- 
tures. Somebody could buy this and turn it 
into a pretty good rib joint, if it weren’t al- 
ready doing such good business. 

(A great many African-Americans in 
Boston, whose ancestors migrated from North 
Carolina, don’t smoke barbecue much, either, 
but they would never burn on the sauce. Even 
where ribs are just baked, as at Simco’s, the 
sauce isn’t burnt. And African-American 
barbecue chefs at Pit Stop and M&M, who use 
slow fire, may baste a little, but mostly sauce 
after cooking. The exception is Kenton Jacobs 
of Jake’s Boss, who has always used a Texas- 
style smoker to fine effect.) 

Today, white people, Northerners often, 
are seriously studying Southern barbecue 
styles, and that’s why we have such fine ribs 
at places like Redbones, East Coast Grill, 
Rouge, Uncle Pete’s, and so on. As can happen 
food history, the barbecue revivalists some- 
times have the over-enthusiasm of converts, 
using too much smoke, overly hot sauces, and 
actual china busts of Elvis as decoration. 

These are really my only criticisms of BLUE- 
RIBBON BAR-B-Q, located in corners of West 
Newton and Arlington. Each location is lov- 
ingly and beautifully decorated with old li- 
cense plates, soda slogans, food-market signs, 
yellow-and-green walls, bar stools, metal ta- 
bles, and such. The background music is blues. 

In Arlington, which even has sidewalk 
dining, I settled in for an early dinner of a 
“North Carolina pulled pork” sandwich 
($5.95) on site and a trio barbecue combo 
($12.95) to take home for further analysis. 
The pulled pork was delicious, but complete- 
inauthentic and much too smoky. think 
there are some Memphis smoked-pork dish- 
this intensity. liked even better 
with the sprightly “NC Vinegar,” one sev- 
en choices in giant bottles and jars. 

On the combo, the brisket ($8.95/solo 
platter) was mostly exquisite; some pieces 
were a little dry, but all were very smoky.

Brisket is the ideal meat for smoked barbe- 
cue, unless it’s beef short ribs. The regular 
barbecue sauce is a little hotter than regular; 
the hot is a little hotter than that, but very 
tasty; the sweet is pretty sweet; and the gold 
is an intriguing hot-sweet that must involve 
mustard but has an undertone like celery. 

The jerk chicken ($8.95) was very nicely 
made, with a little smoke and done just 
right, but the seasoning, while hot enough, 
lacked the prominent allspice flavor I associ- 
ate with jerk. Likewise the “Memphis dry- 
rubbed” ribs ($10.95); these were excellent 
ribs with some smoke, but no evident crust 
of dry rub. Blue-Ribbon has the tastiest yel- 
low cornbread on this tour, and its beans, al- 
though slightly chewy, were quite good, The 
side of rice and beans had mediocre rice, but 
excellent fat, large beans, like Peruvian 
ones. The side that I loved most is a current 
special on beet salad — less pickled than 
many, with just enough fresh parsley to cut 
the texture. ©
